Preliminary data show that in 1963 the total industrial 
output value rose to 108 per cent as against the preced- 
ing year. 

With the successful implementation of the Party line 
for giving priority to the mining industry and putting 
flesh on tthe skeleton of heavy industry, our heavy indus- 
try has come to serve more effectively for the develop- 
ment of light industry and agriculture. The equipment of 
factories in all branches of heavy industry has been read- 
justed and reinforced and production is maintained at a 
higher level. In particular, the workers and technicians of 
the machine-building industry have made a great contri- 
bution to developing the national economy and to the 
technical revolution by giving full play to their unusual 
enthusiasm and talents. Last year our machine-building 
industry produced a greater amount of machines and 
equipment for the heavy and light industries and the rural 
economy, and turned out with credit many new kinds of 
heavy duty machines and precision machines. 

In the production of consumer goods the _ technical 
equipment of the factories of the central light industry and 
local industry has improved, the raw material base of 
light industry has been expanded and consolidated and 
the quality of products improved markedly. 


The industry of our country, now an in- 
dependent, modern socialist industry, has 
become a firm material basis for enriching 
the country and increasing its might and 
further improving the livelihood of the peo- 
ple. 

I extend warm greetings and_ gratitude 
to our heroic working class which has 
made brilliant labour exploits in industry, 
transportation, construction and all other 
branches of the national economy. 

Last year, too, we made enormcus suc- 
cesses in the rural economy. A large num- 
ber of youths and middle-aged in response 
to the call of the Party went to the coun- 
tryside and our working class and the 
entire people gave greater aid and support 
to agriculture, with the result that the rural 
stronghold has been further consolidated 
and the material-technical foundation of the 
tural economy ever more fortified. 

Last year, too, we energetically carried 
on irrigation project and afforestation and 
water conservancy work to expand the ac- 
reage of paddies and protect land and farm 
crops from natural calamities. The total 
acreage of paddies which stood at 540,000 
jungbo in the farming season of 1962 grew 
to 580,000 jungbo last spring, then to 
640,000 jungbo at present, Mechanisation, 
electrification and the application of che- 
micals in agriculture are also being step- 
ped up in the countryside. In the one year 
of 1963 alone 4,000-odd tractors and lorries 
as well as a huge number of various other 
farm machines were sent to the country- 
side. Last year 106 per cent as much che- 
mical fertilizers were applied as in the pre- 
vious year. Electricity has so far found its 
way into 93.3 per cent of the entire farm 
villages and 71 per cent of the entire peas- 
ant households in our country. We will see 
that there is no village or farm household 
witheut electricity within the coming two 
or three years. 

With the miatertal-technical foundation 
of the rural economy strengthened and the 
labour enthusiasm of the peasantry height- 
ened, the advanced farming technique was 
more widely popularized and all farm work 
was done well and in good time in the 
countryside. 

As a result, last year, too, unprecedented 
bumper harvests were reaped despite the 
extremely unfavourable weather conditions.

Thanks to the growth in the total output 
of grain, especially sharp increase in the 
rice yield, the food question is being solved 
more adequately for our people. 

The good harvests reaped year after year

The 
Pak Jung Hi clique like all their predeces- 
sors are faithful running dogs of U.S. im- 
perialism.

Plenum of the Fourth Party Central Com- 
mittee, the basic direction of the national 
economic development this year is to speedi- 
ly develop light industry and rural economy, 
particularly the production of consumer 
goods, and raise the living standard of the 
people still higher by turning to good ac- 
count the already-laid heavy industrial 
foundation, while creating conditions and 
making preparations for further expanding 
and reinforcing heavy industry. 

Under the guidance of the Party our peo- 
ple, having wiped out all forms of exploita- 
tion and oppression, age-old backwardness 
and poverty, have already built a powerful 
socialist state with a firm independent na- 
tional economy and flowering national cul- 
ture. Now we are in a position to give full 
scope to the superiority of the socialist sys- 
tem by bringing the successes in socialist 
construction into full bloom for the people 
in their material and cultural living. Today 
it is the matured demand of socialist con- 
struction in our country and the ardent de- 
sire of our people to make the people’s liv- 
ing more bountiful and cultured. 

In order to radically improve the peo- 
ple’s living this year, we should concentrate 
fire on the production of consumer goods 
above all else and bring about a great turn 
in this field. | 

We should continuously develop textile 
industry to turn out a greater amount of 
various fabrics of diverse colours and beau- 
tiful patterns catering to the tastes of the 
working people and markedly raise the pro- 
portion of high-quality textiles and winter 


fabrics in the production of textiles. Varied 
daily necessaries and items for cultural use 
such as metal goods, electric utensils, 
wooden and resin goods should be turned 
out on a big scale so as to enable the work- 
ing people to lead a more convenient and 
cultural life. Through the further expansion 
of foodstuff industry, a sufficient amount o 
soy sauce and bean paste, edible oil and 
bean curd should be put out and fruits, 
vegetables, marine products, wild vegetables 
and wild fruits growing profusely in our 
country be proccessed in a better way and 
supplied to the working people. 

What is most important in the production 
of consumer goods is to supply raw materi- 
als in a proper way, utilise the production 
capacity of factories to the full, expand the 
assortments of goods and decisively im- 
prove their quality. 

We should further expand and reinforce 
the raw material base of light industry and 
produce consumer goods by tapping all po- 
tentialities and reserves in the large-scale 
light industrial factories, local industrial 
factories and daily necessaries shops. In 
the field of the production of consumer 
goods, the research work and technical in- 
novation movement should be stepped up 
and the workers’ level of technique and 
skill as well as their sense of responsibility 
be steadily raised. Thus large quantities of 
diverse goods needed for the people’s liveli- 
hood should be turned out and their quality 
be brought to world level on the whole with- 
in a short span of time. 

This year, too, we must direct great effort 
to the development of the rural economy. 

In order to do farming well, it is impor- 
tant first of all to conquer and remake nature 
and overcome all natural calamities. By 
further expanding the already scored suc- 
cesses in irrigation, we should set up the 
irrigation system in more paddy and dry 
fields and bring the acreage of paddies to 
700,000 jungbo within the coming one or 
two years. Afforestation and water conser- 
vancy work, particularly the medium and 
small river-dyke projects, should be car- 
ried out on a large scale so as to fully pro- 
tect the farm land from any big flood. 

Along with this, land should be steadily 
ameliorated and rearranged and the land 
utility rate be upped in every way. Reserves 
should be fully tapped in dry field farming 


through the extensive introduction of two- 
crop cultivation in all possible areas and 
the highland farming be decisively improv- 
ed. 

To energetically step up mechanisation, 
electrification and the application of chemi- 
cals in agriculture along with irrigation, is 
the line our Party has consistently adhered to 
in the implementation of the technical rev- 
olution in the rural areas. This year the 
State will supply the countryside with a 
greater amount of farm machines, chemical 
fertilizers and agricultural chemicais than 
last year and will continue to sirive for the 
electrification of the rural areas, The co- 
operative farms and the farm-machine sta- 
tions should raise the utility rate of trac- 
tors and various other farm machines and 
direct deep attention to the more effective 
application of chemical fertilizers, 

While consolidaiing the material-techni- 
cal foundation of the rural economy, the 
per unit area output should be markedly 
raised through the extensive introduction of 
advanced farming technique and the turther 
development of intensive farming methods. 
Seeds should be improved, more compost be 
produced and various kinds of farming work 
from ploughing to harvesting be done well 
in time. lhe agronomists and agro-techni- 
cians should step up their research into 
farming technique and, in particular, carry 
out the seed improvement and cultivation 
on a big scale in order to obtain seeds more 
suitable to dry field farming in our country. 

Thus all the co-operative farms should 
wage a mass struggle for reaping over 500 
kg more grain per jungbo from all paddy 
and dry fields. 

If we raise the grain output and rapidly 
increase the rice output in this way, we 
will be able to solve the grain problem 
more satisfactorily and bring into realiza- 
tion the militant task of enabling the entire 
people to eat rice. And a greater amount of 
meat must be produced by developing live- 
stock-breeding, and the output of industrial 
crops also must be steadily raised. 

Now that a firm base of the sccialist in- 
dustry has been laid, we have become able 
to further increase the State support to the 
countryside. Only by steadily strengthening 
the guidance and assistance of the working 
class to the peasants and the support of 
industry to agriculture can the technical 
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revolution, cultural revolution and ideologi- 
cal revolution be all the more energetically 
stepped up in the countryside and a greater 
victory be scored in all realms of rural 
work. Only by so doing can we overcome 
the backwardness in the countryside, grad- 
ually eliminate the difference between town 
and country and bring closer the gap be- 
tween the workers’ living and peasants’ 
living. 

This year, too, we will further fortify our 
socialist rural strongholds by intensifying 
the Party work in the rural areas and giv- 
ing greater aid to the countryside. Especi- 
ally, we will let the State take charge of 
those capital constructions which have hith- 
erto been carried on by the co-operative 
farms themselves and will take a number 
of important measures for lessening the 
burden of the peasants by completely ex- 
empting the co-operative farms from paying 
state debts, gradually abolishing agricul- 
tural tax-in-kind and so on. These steps will 
further fortify the economic foundation of 
the co-operative farms and make the peas- 
ants’ living more bountiful. 

Heavy industry should be continuously 
developed for the strengthening of the might 
of the country and the betterment of the 
people’s living. 

The current year’s task laid before the 
heavy industry is to continue to reinforce 
the already laid heavy industrial base and 
further readjust and replenish the factories, 
thereby making heavy industry fully display 
its might and serve more effectively the 
development of light industry and agricul- 
ture. At the same time, preparations should 
bc made for further expanding and consoli- 
dating the heavy industrial base in the 
future, 

The output of iron ore and various kinds 
o/ other minerals as well as the coal output 
should be markedly increased by pushing 
mining industry, the first process of produc- 
tion, ahead of others. The construction pro- 
jects of large-scale power stations now 
under way should be speeded up and the 
building of medium and small power sta- 
tions be carried on on an extensive -scale. 

All the heavy industrial factories should 
improve and replenish their equipment, 
boost the equipment utility rate to the full- 
est measure and completely normalise pro- 
duction. 
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The technical revolution should be active- 
ly pushed ahead and the electrification of 
the railways be carried out in a big way 
by rapidly developing machine-building in- 
dustry. 

We are now confronted with a glorious 
and worthwhile task. 

The entire working people should spur 
the Chullima advance to bring about a new, 
great upswing in all branches of socialist 
construction. We should make 1964 a year 
of a great turn in the improvement in the 
living of our people, a year of further con- 
solidating the political and economic might 
of our country and a year of adding luster 
to the glory of our socialist fatherland.

The basic tasks of the 1964 national econo- 
mic plan with the radical improvement of the 
people's living as its core have sprung from 
the great results that our Party and people 
have gained in building an independent na- 
tional economy by waging a hard battle and 
in the successful implementation of the Party's 
basic line of economic construction. At the 
same time, these tasks mean continued im- 
plementation of the Party's basic line of eco- 
nomic construction. 

The basic line of economic construction of 
our Party—priority growth of heavy indusiry 
with simultaneous development of light indus- 
try and agriculture at a rapid rate—is a line 
of building an independent national economy 
in the direct sense of the word and, at the 
same time, a line of ensuring a steady im- 
provement of people's living by means of 
speedy rise in the production of consumer 
goods. 

It is a line of combining to the greatest 
possible extent the preferential growth of 
production of means of production with the 
speedy increase in the production of consu- 
mer goods. If is a line that sets forth the 
strategic measures for simultaneously tackling 
the problems of the country’s economic cons- 
truction and improvement of people’s living 
in the complicate and difficult economic si- 
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tuation that the country faced when the war 
was over. It is also a line of establishing, most 
correcily and creatively, relations between the 
rate of development and balance at each 
stage of the economic development. 

In the 1964 plan are embcdied fully the 
aforementioned essential demand of the 
Party's basic line of economic construction 
in conformity with the new conditions in 
which the country will find itself this year 
in its economic development. 

How then” will the Party's basic line of 
economic construction be implemented and 
materialized in the 1964 national economic 
plan? 

First, the 1964 plan envisages a decisive 
turn in the production of consumer goods 
and the improvement of people's livelihood 
through a speedy advancement of light in- 
dustry and agriculture on the strength of 
the powerful heavy industry that has already 
been built. 

This signifies a thorough-going implemen- 
tation of the Party's basic line of economic 
construction which, on the strength of the 
priority growth of heavy industry, calls for 
increasing the output of consumer goods at 
the speediest possible rate and simultaneously 
tackling the problems of economic construc- 
tion and people's living. 

Sécondly, with a view to speedily expand- 
ing the production of consumer goods in 
1964, the Party will more vigorously pursue 
the policy of laying main stress on those 
branches of heavy industry which have direct 
bearing on the improvement of people's li- 
velihood. 

The Party's policy of advancing heavy in- 
dustry for enlisting its service in the develop- 
ment of light industry and agriculture repre- 
sents an essential demand of the basic line 
of economic construction and a means for 
the successful implementation of the basic 
line itself. 

Thirdly, in 1964 not only the bases for the 
production of consumer goods will be rein- 
forced but also preparations and conditions 
for the further speedy development of heavy 
industry will be created. Consequently, the 
independent national economy will be fur- 
ther reinforced. 

Fourthly, the year 1964 will witness a new 
balance in the relations between heavy in- 
dustry, light industry and agriculture in the 
country’s economic developmen}. As a result, 


a high rate of development will be achieved 
in all fields of the national economy. 

This year, the Party's basic line of economic 
construction will be carried out in the new 
economic conditions, and light industry will 
develop faster than heavy industry tempora- 
rily. Notwithstanding this new balance, the 
national economy will continue to develop 
at a high rate. 

The 1964 national economic plan is essen- 
tially in accordance with the objective de- 
mands of the law of priority growth of the 
production of means of production and with 
the Party's consistent economic policy of 
priority development of heavy industry. 

The speedy increase in the output of con- 
sumer goods envisaged in 1964 is to be 
achieved on the strength of the powerful 
heavy industry to which priority has been 
given, and the Party will continue to hold 
to the line of priority growth of heavy in- 
dustry by making preparations for the further 
rapid development of heavy industry, the 
ccrnerstone of the extended reproduction in 
the national economy. 


Heavy Industry’s Service for Light 
Industry and Agriculture—Esseniial 
Demand of the Basic Line 


To develop light industry and agriculture 
at a rapid rate is the central problem our 
Party is going to solve decisively in 1964 
and it is the most pressing revolutionary 
task confronting us at present. 

To expand and improve the range and 
quality of light industrial goods, to raise the 
share of rice in grain output while further 
increasing grain production, and to increase 
decisively the output of animal products, it 
is necessary to place light industry and agri- 
culture on a firmer production and technical 
foundation and for the heavy industry to 
render powerful assistance to light industry 
and agriculture. 

In view of this, the Party set for this year 
the task of making heavy industry serve more 
effectively to develop light industry and agri- 
culture by further equipping and reinforcing 
the foundation of the powerful heavy indus- 
try that has already been laid. 

To make heavy industry serve move effec- 
tively to develop light industry and agricul- 
ture means materialization of the Party's 


consistent line of laying stress on those 
branches of heavy industry having direct be- 
aring on the people's living. And this is in 
conformity to the essential demands of our 
Party's basic line of economic construction, 
the line of combining the priority growth of 
heavy industry with the speedy rise in the 
oroduction of consumer goods. 

Development of heavy industry is not the 
end itself under socialism, but for the advan- 
cement of the branches turning out consumer 
goods. Moreover, development of heavy in- 
dustry is conditioned by the advancement of 
consumer goods industries. 

To combine most effectively the produc- 
tion of means of production with that of 
consumer goods. while giving priority to 
heavy industry is in conformity with the fun- 
damental law of socialist economy calling for 
full satisfaction of the growing demands of 
the population and with the law of priority 
growth of the production of means of pro- 
duction. 

On account of the pernicious colonial rule 
cf Japanese imperialism our country did not 
have even handicrafts, to say nothing of mo- 
dern heavy and light industries, while its agri- 
culture was very backward. And during the 
Korean war our national economy suffered 
heavy ravage. Under the circumstances, it 
was necessary for the country to simultane- 
ously develop heavy industry, light industry 
and agriculture for its economic build-up and 
the improvement of the people's living in the 
shortest space of time after the war. 

The post-war situation, which demanded 
simultaneous growth of heavy industry, light 
industry, and agriculture, called urgently for 
laying stress on the branches closely con- 
nected with people's living in building a 
heavy industry; enlisting to the greatest pos- 
sible extent the might of heavy industry in 
the production of consumer goods as soon 
as the basis of heavy industry was laid. 

To produce consumer goods necessary for 
solving the problem of people's living rely- 
ing on the strength cf our own economic 
basis under the principle of self-reliance, it 
was imperative to build a heavy indusiry 
that could give the maximum benefit fo the 
improvement of people's living. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung, speaking of the car- 
dinal direction of the development of our 
heavy industry in the postwar period, said: 
“... The heavy industry we are building is 
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one that serves the development of lighi in- 
dusiry and agriculture, one that lays the foun- 
dation for the socialist indusirialization and 
one that is needed foday for solving the pro- 
blems of food, clothing and housing of our 
people.” 

In the postwar period the Party, adhering 
to the line of developing the branches of 
heavy industry having direct bearing on the 
people's living, has implemented the line in 
keeping with the concrete conditions in each 
period of economic construction. 

During the postwar Three-Year Plan period 
the Party thoroughly put this line into effect 
and restored the war-deteriorated people's 
livelihood in a brief space of time while re- 
habilitating the economy from war ravage 
and making preparations for laying the 
foundation for industrialization. 

The Five-Year Plan period saw the basis 
for industrialization laid and the problems 
of food, clothing and housing basically solv- 
ed. And during this period the Party directed 
much effort to the advancement of heavy 
industry, for the build-up of the economic 
base of the country, building key branches 
of heavy industry capable of serving both the 
improvement of people's living and the build- 
ing of the basis for industrialization. 


In the early years of the Seven-Year Plan 
the Party, for the further improvement of 
people's livelihood and accomplishment of 
the technical revolution, further reinforced 
the foundation of heavy industry and supple- 
mented and further equipped the heavy in- 
dustrial branches indispensable for light in- 
dustry and agriculture. 

The Party put forward concrete ways of 
making heavy industry serve more effectively 
the development of light industry and agri- 
culture in 1964 by turning to the best ac- 
count the might and potentiality of the pow- 
erful heavy industry which has been rein- 
forced and further equipped in recent years. 

For the implementation of the line of en- 
listing heavy industry's service in the pro- 
duction of consumer goods under new con- 
ditions in 1964, the Party will, above all, ex- 
pand the production of duplex-process goods 
and wares in the metal, chemical and ma- 
chine industries and aciively mobilize reserves 
in heavy industrial plants. To this end, the 
production capacity will be raised, technical 
standard be improved, and the daily neces- 
saries shops be expanded in a big way. 
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To make the heavy industry work actively 
for the development of light industry and 
agriculture, the Party will carry on more vi- 
gorously this year the work of putting flesh 
on the skeleton of heavy industry and of 
reinforcing end further equipping it. 

Further equipping and reinforcing heavy 
industry will be approached mainly from two 
directions. 

One is to supplement the skeleton of 
heavy industry with auxiliary and secondary 
branches and further widen the range of 
products. And the other is to raise produc- 
tion capacity by supplementing what are 
wanting in the existing equipment and tech- 
nical processes. 

In further equipping and reinforcing heavy 
industry in 1964, the Party will pay serious 
aitention, above all, to further expanding the 
variety of heavy industrial products necessary 
for making consumer goods in such way as 
advancing the industry manufacturing duplex- 
process goods and improving the production 
of wares. 

Many-sided and close relations between 
heavy and light industries will improve in 
1964 in consequence of the further expansion 
of the production of those heavy industrial 
products needed for the production of con- 
sumer goods, especially the further expan- 
sion of the variety of duplex-process pro- 
ducts in the metal, chemical and machine 
industries which are closely connected with 
the manufacture of consumer goods. 


Iron is needed to make daily necessaries 
and cultural goods whose variety amounts to 
tens of thousands. 

For this reason we will supplement and 
reinforce various small rolling facilities and 
seamless steel tube shops in the metal in- 
dustry for the increased production not only 
of rolled steel of large and medium size 
but also of steel products of small size, thin 
wire, thin steel plate and other duplex-pre- 
cess goods. Thus metal goods, which have 
been used chiefly in machine-building and 
capital construction, will find wide applica- 
tion in the manufacture of consumer goods. 

Chemical industry will supply light industry 
with raw materials such as chemical fibres 
and plastics and produce chemical fertilizers 
and agricultural chemicals. Machine industry 
will manufacture tractors and other advanced 
farm machines as well as equipment for light 
industry—small lathes, small rolling equip- 


ment, machines for seamless tube production 
and facilities for turning out plastic goods. 

With the expansion of the variety of heavy 
industrial products a production chain will 
be created linking mining industry, manufac- 
turing industry, duplex-process goods manu- 
facturing and the consumer goods produc- 
tion. And our heavy industry will become 
able to betier serve light industry and agri- 
culture. 

Such equipping and reinforcing of heavy 
industry for a wider range of goods must be 
effected, first of all, with small investment. 
lt must be realized by means of supplement- 
ing some equipment and shops at the existing 
plants. And in particularly limited cases, new 
medium and small factories will be built. 


For supplementing and further equipping 
heavy industry in 1964, the Party will devote 
big attention to perfecting the composition 
of heavy industrial products, further improv- 
ing production capacity and raising the tech- 
nical standard by providing auxiliary facilities 
and auxiliary conditions and to actively mo- 
bilizing latent reserves. 

In the past, in building up heavy industry 
main attention was directed to erecting its 
framework for the main production processes 
while secondary processes and _ auxiliary 
equipment were still wanting. 

This year we will add or complete the pro- 
cesses of preliminary treatment of raw ma- 
terial, the process of inspecting products 
and measuring and regulating apparatus and 
other facilities necessary for scientific tech- 
nical management. Af the same time, auxi- 
liary processes must be replenished and im- 
proved to recover and rationally utilize by- 
products and waste materials, thereby further 
increasing the production capacities of heavy 
industrial plants. 

To cite one example, this year an enough 
number of equipment for selecting, cutting, 
crushing and pressing scrap tron and scrap 
iron dumps will be installed at the metal- 
lurgical and = machine-building plants. This 
will make no small contribution to turning to 
account 500,000 tons of scrap iron as envi- 
saged in this year's plan. 500,000 tons of 
scrap iron turned to account in iron produc- 
tion means saving as much pig iron as pro- 
duced in a year with more than one million 
tons of iron ore and 800,000 tons of imported 
coking coal. 

In this way this year by replenishing and 


better equipping heavy industry, its products 
will be increased markedly without expand- 
ing it on a large scale, but chiefly by tapping 
inner reserves. 

Moreover, this will make it possible to 
secure raw materials and supplies, machinery 
and equipment needed in the production of 
Gaily necessaries. 


As one of the important measures for 
making heavy indusiry serve the production 
of daily necessaries our Party attaches great 
significance to better equipping and enlarging 
the daily necessaries shops of heavy indus- 
trial plants on a big scale. 


With the building of the powerful bases 
of modern heavy industry and the growth 
of heavy industrial plants in number and 
scale, it has become fully possible for the 
heavy industrial plants to supplement and 
supply enough raw materials and equipment 
cf various kinds needed for the expansion 
of their own daily necessaries shops on a 
large scale. 


In accordance with the Party's policy of 
expanding the daily necessaries shops at the 
heavy industrial plants and Centre-controlled 
factories, this year the output value of the 
daily necessaries shops will increase about 
five times as against last year to occupy 
a considerable proportion in the total out- 
put value of light industry. 


The expansion and reinforcement of the 
daily necessaries shops at the plants of the 
central industry including the heavy industriai 
plants constitute an important means for 
greatly increasing the production of consu- 
mer goods in a short space of time without 
‘a large investment, and for making capital 
investment more effective. 

Without greatly increasing capital invest- 
ments by the state in the daily necessaries 
industry this year as compared with last year, 
the country can increase the output value 
of daily items nearly twice thanks to the ex- 
pansion of the daily necessaries shop. 


The expansion of daily necessaries shops 
makes it possible to mass-produce inexpen- 
sive daily items as it will turn to account 
wastes and by-products produced at the 
heavy industrial plants, thus expanding the 
sources of raw materials and bringing about 
economization of raw materials. 

This will make it possible to use effectively 
the high-level technology and technical per- 
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sonnel of big heavy industrial plants in the 
production of consumer goods, thus making 
no small contribution to improving the qua- 
lity of consumer goods and expanding the 
variety. 

The implementation of the Party's policy 
of expanding the daily necessaries shops will 
bring forth a big upsurge in the production 
of consumer goods by tapping latent reser- 
ves in heavy industry and further accelerate 
the building up of heavy industry by utilizing 
funds and other potentialities thus created. 

The successful implementation of this task 
set forth by the Seventh Plenum of the 
Fourth Central Committee of the Party will 
bring about a fresh upsurge in the produc- 
tion of consumer goods. 


Relations beiween Tempo and Balance 
in the Development of the National Economy 
in 1964 


This year our Party will solve most cor- 
rectly the question of mutual relations be- 
tween the tempo and balance in the deve- 
lopment of the economy by carrying through 
its basic line of economic construction in 
conformity with the new conditions in social- 
ist construction of our country. 

The National Economic Plan for 1964 en- 
visages a 21-per cent increase in the foftal 
‘industrial output value, or a 13-per cent in- 
crease in the production of means of pro- 
duction and a 35-per cent increase in that 
of consumer goods. 

This year’s plan which envisages a consi- 
derably high rate of growth in the national 
economy in general, with the rate of growth 
of light industry being put far higher than 
that of heavy industry, reflects new features 
in the relations between the tempo and ba- 
lance in the development of our economy. 

Regardless of such features, the law of 
priority growth of production of means of 
production and the Party’s policy of priority 
growth of heavy industry will be adhered to 
continuously. 

While expounding his immortal scientific 
schema on expanded reproduction, Marx 
established the basic theory on the necessity 
of priority growth of the production of means 
of production in expanded reproduction. 

However, Marx only expounded in his 
schema that the sum total of the variable 
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capital and the surplus value of group | musf 
be greater than the constant capital of group 
Il and that this is the condition for effecting 
expanded reproduction. He did not perso- 
nally evolved the theory that group | which 
produces means of production should de- 
velop faster than group II which produces 
consumer goods. 


Lenin elaborated Marx's schema. Taking 
into consideration the technical progress and 
the growth of organic composition of capital 
Lenin made Marx's schema more concrete 
and complete, defining the priority develop- 
ment of the production of means of produc- 
tion in expanded reproduction to be an eco- 
nomic law. 


The law of priority development of the 
production of means of production demands 
a faster development of the production of 
means of production than that of consumer 
geods in the national economy as a whole; 
it is put into practice in the fact that heavy 
industry grows faster than light industry and 
industry then agriculture. 


We must correctly grasp the essential de- 
mand of the theory on expanded reproduc- 
tion elucidated by Marx and Lenin and cor- 
rectly apply it to the specific, actual condi- 
tions. 

First of all, it should be borne in mind that 
the law of priority development of the pro- 
duction of means of production and the 
Party's policy of priority development of 
heavy industry define the priority develop- 
ment of heavy industry on a definite pros- 
pect of the economic development, from a 
long-range point of view, not from a point 
cf viewing it as a temporary phenomenon in 
a given year or several years. 


It is also required that in applying in prac- 
tice Marx's schema specifying the conditions 
for realizing expanded reproduction various 
factors be taken into full consideration: 
changes in the effective utilization of means 
of production, rise in effectiveness of capi- 
tal investment, changes in the scale of pro- 
ductive potentialities in various fields of the 
national economy, and changes in the scale 
of means of production brought from the 
previous year. 

Our Party held the tempo of development 
of heavy industry at 1.9 times over that of 
light industry in the post-war rehabilitation 
period (1954-1956), about at 1.1 times in the 


Five-Year Plan period (1957-1960). And the 
line of priority growth of heavy industry has 
been retained also in the first three years 
(1951-1963) of the Seven-Year Plan period. 

On the basis of heavy industry whose back- 
bone we built through hard struggles in the 
postwar years and which we have adjusted 
and reinforced during the past three years, 
our Party envisages an unusually high tempo 
of growth of the production of consumer 
goods this year. Now our self-supporting 
heavy indusiry has become powerful enough 
to improve radically the living standards of 
the people by putting light industry and 
agriculture on a higher level and pushing 
ahead with the production of consumer 
goods before others. 

The rapid growth in the output of consu- 
mer goods this year is an objective demand 
of our socialist economic construction at the 
present moment when the marked enhance- 
ment of the living standards is a mature de- 
mand of the time and the country is equip- 
ped with the solid foundations of an inde- 
pendent national economy and has laid up 
reserves. 

The rapid rise in the output of consumer 
geods on the strength of the already created 
heavy industry means not only a realization 
of the long-cherished aspiration of our peo- 
ple after a rich, cultural life. It will also raise 
their enthusiasm for the upbuilding of heavy 
industry and will create favourable conditions 
for solving the question of funds needed for 
the further development of heavy industry. 


Under socialism the rapid development of 
light industry which produces consumer 
goods accompanies a corresponding increase 
of consumption in the distribution of the na- 
tional income on the one hand, and a con- 
centration of social net profit, the only sour- 
ce of accumulation, to the state treasury on 
the other. 

Thus, by expanding the source of the funds 
for accumulation, we shall create a solid 
wherewithal for the continuous development 
of heavy industry. 

In the course of this year’s rapid develop- 
ment of the production of consumer goods, 
our Party, anticipating the further develop- 
ment of heavy industry, will see to it that the 
extraction industry precedes all the other 
industrial branches definitely and the machi- 
ne-building industry as well as the raw mate- 
rial and fuel-power branches—mining, coal, 


electric power and forestry included—grow 
rapidly. 

The rise in the amount of capital invest- 
ment this year over the past year will ex- 
ceed by far the tempo of the rise in the total 
industrial output value and the proportion 
of. investment in the productive construction 
will be far higher. In particular, although in- 
vesiment in light industry will continue fo 
occupy a large proportion in the total invesi- 
ment in industry as in recent years, the pro- 
portion of the investment in heavy industry 
this year will also show a marked increase. 

All this will prepare for the future rapid 
development of heavy industry and constitute 
an important measure for the maintenance of 
a considerably high tempo of economic de- 
velopment not only this year but in the com- 
ing years, for the successful implementation 
of the Seven-Year Plan. 

Thus our Party, while ensuring the priority 
development of heavy industry with the simul- 
taneous growth of light industry and agricul- 
ture, will further develop light industry this 
year on the basis of the already-created 
heavy industry, taking measures for the fur- 
ther expansion of heavy industry in the fu- 
ture. 

The Party's policy to create the powerful 
foundation of heavy industry and, on_ this 
basis, concentrate efforts on the production 
of consumer goods, and to make preparations 
for the further development of heavy indus- 
try once again testifies to our Party's tested 
revolutionary method of leadership of cor- 
rectly grasping the main links at each stage 
ci socialist consiruction and of solving them 
one by one to make a constant advance. 


Indeed, “the Party correctly grasps the main 
link at each period of sccialist construction 
and concentrates its strength on it to solve 
compleiely ene question after ancther, ihere- 
by confidenily pulling up the whole chain 
cf socialist construction.” (From “The Report 
on the Work of the Central Committee be- 
fore the Fourth Congress of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea” made by Comrade Kim 
Il Sung.) 

This year our Party envisages the high-rate 
growth of 21 per cent in industrial production 
and a high rate of growth will be continu- 
ously held for the successful fulfilment of the 
Seven-Year Plan. This is an exceptionally high 
rate of production growth in the light of the 
prevailing conditions of our country where 
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the scale of production has been expanded 
unprecedentedly and _= an all-round socialist 
industrialization is on the order of the day. 

Let us have a look at the factors which 
will make it possible to attain a considerably 
high rate of expanded reproduction even 
when light industry is put far ahead of the 
heavy industry in the tempo of growth. 

An effective utilization of great economic 
potentialities of the economic foundations that 
we have created, particularly of the bases 
of heavy industry, must be mentioned along 
with a higher utility rate of all the means 
of production including machinery, equip- 
ment, raw and other materials in all fields of 
the national economy and the most profitable 
capital investment. 

At present heavy industry, light industry, 
construction and all other fields of the na- 
tional economy have enormous potential for 
increased p'oduction, far more so for the 
production of consumer goods. 


This year in all domains of the national 
economy including the branches producing 
ccnsumer goods all measures will be taken 
for turning to the best account latent reser- 
ves in production: higher utility rate of equip- 
ment, rational utilization of raw and other ma- 
terials, the commissioning and expanding of 
Gaily necessaries shops at the factories of the 
central industry, continuous implementation of 
the line of adjusting and reinforcing heavy 
industry, and more effective capital invest- 
ment. 

All these will make it possible to markedly 
raise the output with a comparatively small 
quantity of means of production and ensure 
a high rate of growth of production in gene- 
ral, and that of the production of consumer 
goods in particular. 

For example, this year we will develop 
the duplex-process branches’ of industry, 
thereby expanding the variety of duplex-pro- 
cess products including rolled goods of 
various specifications to make heavy indus- 
try serve all the other branches of the na- 
tional economy better. And more and bet- 
ter goods will be turned out with the same 
amount of raw and other materials. 

All these measures to be taken this year 
to ensure a high rate of expanded repro- 
duction while putting the growth of light 
industry ahead of heavy industry are the 
most active and correct application of the 
conditions for the execution of expanded 
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reproduction as elucidated by Marx and 
Lenin to the actual development of our 
economy. 

Our Party has directed serious attention 
to the correct solution of the problem of 
relations between accumulation and consump- 
ticn in carrying out the basic line of econo- 
mic construction in the postwar years. 

It has been’ the consistent line of the 
Party to increase consumption continuously 
on the basis of systematic increase of accumu- 
lation. 

By holding fast to this line, the Party has 
fully ensured the implementation of the basic 
line of economic construction and in the 
course of implementing it built up an inde- 
pendent national economy equipped with the 
powerful bases of heavy industry and the 
bases for the production of consumer goods. 
And this independent national economy 
constitutes a material foundation for continu- 
ous implementation of the Party's line on ac- 
cumulation and consumption and for the sa- 
tisfactory execution of accumulation and con- 
sumption relying on our own economic foun- 
dations. 

In this year’s plan the Party's line con- 
cerning accumulation and consumption is 
maintained. 

This year in all domains of the national 
economy including industry and agriculture, 
produciion will boost, particularly the labour 
productivity will rise very rapidly to bring 
about a 21-per cent increase in the national 
income. On this basis, this year’s plan, while 
directing great attention to accumulation in 
the distribution of the national income, en- 
visages a marked rise in the consumption 
fund to improve the people's living radically. 

This year our Party will carry forward more 
vigorously its consistent line of making ac- 
cumulation and economic construction serve 
the enhancement of the living standards 
as best as possible. 

To this end, the high rate of investment 
in the construction in agriculture and light 
industry will be upheld and heavy industry 
be made to serve light industry and agricul- 
ture betier.. 

Also, the Party will successfully tackle the 
problem of balance between accumulation 
and consumption in a positive way this year 
by fapping all latent reserves to the maxi- 
mum and making capital investment more 
profitable. 


The line and measures of the Party con- 
cerning accumulatio6n and consumption are 
of weighty significance in the successful reali- 
zation of the basic tasks of the national 
economic plan for this year and in the car- 
rying out of the basic line of economic cons- 
truction. 


The realization of the 1964 plan will open 
up a new vista for the successful implemen- 
tation of the Seven-Year Plan and the en- 
hancement of the people's living. With the 
implementation of this year’s plan our social- 
ist construction will be further accelerated; 
the people's living be markedly improved 
thanks to the struggle for increased produc- 
tion of consumer goods in all fields; and the 
foundation of the independent national eco- 


nomy be further consolidated. 

The marked rise in the living standards, 
a fruition of the economic construction our 
people have achieved tightening belt, will in 
turn enhance their enthusiasm for socialist 
construction. 

This will greatly inspire the South Koream 
people who have risen up in the struggle 
against the misrule of the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors and their running dogs, and will 
promote the country’s unification. 

A marked improvement in the people's:

convincing demonstration of the correctness 
of the policy of our Party that is holding fast 
to the Marxist-Leninist principle and a deci- 
sive blow to the modern revisionists who,. 
betraying the interests of the working class, 
are bent on undermining the unity of the 
international communist movement. 
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NORTH-SOUTH COOPERATION — GUARANTEE 
FOR REHABILITATION OF SOUTH 
KOREAN ECONOMY 


Following is a translation of the full text of an article 
published in Rodong Sinmoon on November 17, 1963 


In the article ‘Independence and Self-suste- 
nance —Road of Regeneration’’ published in this 
peper we have made it clear that the way of 
surmounting the grave situation created in South 
Korea at present and relieving the privation of 
the people lay in extricating itself from the sub- 
ordination to U.S. imperialism and _ achieving 
independence and self-sustenance of the nation. 


It is possible to achieve genuine independence 
and self-sustenance only by achieving economic 
independence, its material foundation. 


The South Korean people have come to grasp 
this truth through their experience in life and 
their voice for economic independence is getting 
louder. 


However, it is impossible to solve the ques- 
tion only by stressing the necessity of an inde- 
pendent economy. 

The current situation is too urgent for us to 
indulge in idle talks. 

Due to the division of the country by U.S, im- 
perialism and the colonial, semi-feudal economic 
system in South Korea its national economy and 
people’s living are being further deteriorated as 
time goes on. 

The South Korean economy has become a prey 
to the military aggressive policy and colonial 
plunder of U.S. imperialism and it is unable to 
take the road of independent development for 
the good of the nation. 

All branches of the South Korean economy— 
industry, agriculture, finance, banking, transport, 
communications, trade, etc.—are completely sub- 
jected to U.S. monopoly capital, and are serving 
it as the source of military expenses and colonial 
‘superprofit. Thoroughly shackled to the rapaci- 
ous U.S. monopoly capital, the foundation of 
the national economy has been totally destroyed 
and colonial dependence and feudal backward- 
mess are predominant in all branches of economy. 
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Devoid of heavy industry, the national industry 
relies on the light industry based on primitive 
technique which, having no materials and bases 
of raw materials, is dependent on foreign coun- 
tries for the greater part of them. 


Under the sway of feudal landlordism agri- 
culture is being further fragmentized. It is un- 
able to meet the home demand even for food 
grain due to the U.S. policy of forcible sale of 
surplus farm produce and to the backward farm- 
ing technique. 

The twofold, threefold oppression and exploi- 
tation by U.S. imperialism, landlords and com- 
prador capitalists have totally destroyed the na- 
tional industry, ruined agriculture and reduced 
the life of the people to ruin and despair. 


A grave crisis is sweeping all spheres of the 
political, economic and social life; everybody 
finds it impossible to go on like this any longer. 


Such is the situation in present-day South Korea. 

Such plight of our brothers and sisters in South 
Korea pains our hearts. It is our ardent desire 
to see that they are relieved of such misery at 
the earliest date. 

What is essential is to explore in real earnest 
concrete measures for economic independence, 
above all, and put them into effect without delay. 

There is only one way, the most correct and 
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coionial, semi-feudal economic system that ham- 


pers the development of the national economy, to 
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our own nation. There is no other way. 


This is the only conclusion drawn from what 
our nation has experienced itself in the past eigh- 
teen years. 


When the strength of our nation in the North 
and South is pooled, there will be no problem 
insoluble and no obstacle unsurmountable for us. 


Rehabilitation of agriculture stands out as the 
most urgent problem in South Korea for coping 
with the economic catastrophe, solving the ques- 
tion of people’s living and accomplishing econom- 
ic independence. 

Only by restoring agriculture can South Korea 
solve the pressing food problem, stabilise the 
life of the entire inhabitants including peasants, 
and create favourable preconditions for- the self- 
supply of raw materials for light industry and 
development of the national industry. 

South Korea is an agrarian area of our coun- 
try, which once produced food grain enough and 
to spare. It also has adequate possibilities for 
producing on its own sufficient raw materials for 
light industry such as fibre and foodstuff. 

Today, however, South Korean agriculture is 
confronted with a grave obstacle owing to the 
severance of its link with the industrial North 
caused by the artificial division of the country, 
and it is faced with overall bankruptcy due to 
the rabid colonial plunder by U.S. monopoly ca- 
pital and the ruthless feudal exploitation by the 
landlords, 

As a result of the policy of militarisation of 
U.S. imperialism, the South Korean rural econo- 
my today has been reduced to a military ap- 
pendage to the U.S. aggressive army and the 
South Korean puppet army. 

More than 100,000 jungbo (one jungbo ap- 
proximates one hectare) of farm land, basic means 
of production in agriculture, has bee1 comman- 
decred for military use and hundreds of thousands 
of rural youths and middle-aged, basic labour 
force in agriculture, are drafted into the army 
every year, 

Agricultural production is serving as a source 
of military expenses and military provisions in 
the form of ‘“‘land tax’’ and other miscellaneous, 
onerous levies and through the plunder of agri- 
cultural produce. 

The South Korean market for farm produce is 
also under the complete control of U.S. surplus 
farm products and, under their pressure, the 
grain price has dropped to nearly half the pro- 
duction cost. 

Meanwhile, the price of fertilizer, which is 
supplied exclusively by U.S. monopoly capital, is 
60 per cent higher than world market price. 

Thus, both in production and circulation South 


Korea’s agriculture is made to depend more and 
more upon U.S. imperialism which controls South 
Korean agriculture totally. 

The colonial domination of South Korean agri- 
culture by the U.S. imperialists is maintained 
and consolidated on the basis of feudal land 
ownership. 

The “agrarian reform’’ was nothing but a de- 
ceptive tricks for preserving the feudal land 
ownership and actively protecting the landlords. 

Today in the South Korean countryside the 
landlords possess vast land, cultivated and un- 
cultivated, as well as irrigation facilities, and 
have shackled the peasants in semi-feudal slavery. 

The peasants are deprived of more than 50 
per cent of their harvest as rent in kind under 
the tennant system and are bled white on account 
of the drudgery system such as ‘‘Koji’’ as well 
as usury, (Koji is the land tended by one in re- 
payment of his debt to the landlord. — Ed.) 

Due to the extortion by U.S. imperialism and 
landlords the peasant economy of South Korea 
has been more fragmentised than before libera- 
tion—arab'e land per farm household has decreas- 
ed from 1.1 jungbo before August 15, 1945, to 
0.84 jungbo and the peasant families tilling less 
than one jungbo each account for 73.5 per cent 
of ‘the total. 

Such colonial subjugation and feudal exploita- 
tion have hindered the development of the agri- 
cultural productive forces and devastated the 
rural economy of South Korea to the extreme. 

As a result of the extreme restriction on in- 
vestments in irrigation, afforestation and water 
conservancy and all other establishments needed 
for the development of agriculture, irrigation 
facilities and river improvement works have been 
totally destroyed and serious natural calamities 
occur year after year. Compared with the pre- 
liberation days, the acreage of farm land has 
dwindled by 200,000 jungbo and’ the sown area 
by 400,000 jungbo. 

Agricultural production of South Korea has 
now dropped to two-thirds of that before libera- 
tion. Grain output has gone down by 30 per 
cent, cotton output by 90 per cent and cocoon 
output by 40 per cent, 

Consequently, half of the population is either 
foodless or in a state of semi-starvation in South 
Korea, though it imports more than ten million 
suk of food grain (one suk equals 150 kg). South 
Korea is almost wholly dependent upon import 
for raw materials of light industry. 

This is an inevitable outcome of the colonial 
domination and feudal exploitation. 
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To tide over the disastrous situation of South 
Korean agriculture, all possible measures must 
be taken losing no time. 

It is important for South Korean agriculture 
first of all to find a way of building its own solid 
material foundation, by ridding itself of its pre- 
sent poor production foundation dependent on 
U.S. fertilizers and agricultural chemicals and 
on small outmoded farm implements. 

South Korea must abolish, in the first place, 
the feudal land ownership which serves the U.S. 
imperialists as the basis for domination of the 
rural areas and exploitation of the peasants and 
constitutes the basic obstacles to the cevelopment 
of the agricultural productive forces. Land must 
ke owned by the peasants who till it; they must 
be made the leading force in farming. 

Rehabilitation and independence are unthink- 
able for South Korean agriculture unless the 
feudal land ownership, which is keeping agricul- 
ture in a state of mediaeval backwardness, and 
the economic foundation of the traitorous land- 
lord forces, the mainstay of U.S. imperialism in 
its encroachment upon the rural economy, are 
abolished, 

In order to rehabilitate and reconstruct South 
Korean agriculture, positive measures must be 
taken for the radical development of agricultural 
productive forces along with freeing them from 
the fetters of old relations of production. 

What is important for the development of agri- 
cultural productive forces of South Korea today 
is the speedy solution of problems of land, irriga- 
tion, farm machines and fertilizers. 

Though there are some 2,000,000 jungbo of 
reclaimable land in South Korea—hillocks, waste 
land and tideland—little has been cultivated and 
utilized and the peasants are suffering from acute 
shortage of land. 

As a result of poor irrigation facilities, the 
area of unirrigated paddyfields reaches 550,000 
jungbo, or 45 per cent of the total paddy area; 
forests are denuded and dykes, dams and other 
agricultural facilities are ruined. This causes 
drought and flood every year laying valuable 
farm land waste. 

In South Korea modern farm implements need- 
ed for the development of agriculture are not 
produced. Only small farm tools such as hoes and 
sickles which involve arduous labour but are in- 
efficient, and draught animals and manual labour 
are employed in farming. 

The supply of fertilizers which has a great 
bearing on agricultural production depends upon 
import for more than 90 per cent of the needed 
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amount. 


For South Korean agriculture to be rehabili- 
tated and reconstructed, it is imperative to free 
itself from such conditions decisively and lay 
new material and technical foundations. 

To this end, tractors, lorries, excavators, bull- 
dozers and other modern farm machines as well 
as water pumping machines, structural. iron, ce- 
ment and others needed for irrigation must be 
supplied in the first place and modern fertilizer 
factories, agricultural chemical factories, farm 
machine factories as well as huge power stations 
and agricultural scientific establishments must be 
built. 

But all this 1s practically impossible under the 


present conditions of South Korea which has no 


Sa ek ae 
tion between the North and South and relying 
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which has laid a solid material and technical 
foundation for the development of agriculture 
by taming nature and carrying out irrigation, 
electrification and mechanisation in the country- 
side and has accumulated valuable experiences 
in building an advanced agriculture. 


The question is to link the industry built in 

the northern half up with the favourable natural 
conditions of South Korea, unite the entire 
Strength of the nation in North and South Korea 
and realise close mutual co-operation. 
’ If the material and technical foundations laid 
by the people in North Korea are properly com. 
bized with the favourable natural conditions of 
South Korea, there can be no insoluble problem 
for South Korean agriculture. 

It is a fundamental question for South Korean 
agriculture to solve the land problem and it is 
very important to reclaim idle land and satisfy 
the peasants’ hunger for land. 

If the North and South closely co-operate with 
each other using various modern construction ma- 
chines and farm machines produced in large 
quantities annually in the northern half and shar- 


ing the experience gained by the people of the 


North in reclaiming a vast area of farm land in 
a short period of time, one million jungbo of 
new land can be obtained in South Korea in a 
few years. And this land can be distributed with- 
out compensation to the landless, land-hungry 
and uprooted peasants, 


Then, the arable land for each peasant house- 
hold in South Korea will increase from 0.84 
jungbo at present to 1.4 jungbo, the peasants’ 
hunger for land will be satisfied and very fa- 


vourable conditions will be provided for the devel-. 


opment of agriculture and the improvement of 
peasants’ life in South Korea, 

Irrigation is of weighty importance for the 
development of agriculture in our country. 

Especially in South Korea which has a large 
acreage of paddy fields natural calamities can be 
overcome and a high, secure yield ensured only 
by restoring the old irrigation facilities, complet- 
ing the irrigation of paddies and thoroughly car- 
rying out afforestation and water conservancy 
work. 

South Korea has Han, Keum, Rakdong, Sumjin, 
Yungsan and other rivers which provide water 
resources profitable for the development of agri- 
culture. However, at present they are of no use 
in combating the yearly repeating drought but 
rather are a source of flood damage. 


If irrigation projects and forest and water 
conservancy works are carried out in a big way 
through effective utilization of the rich water 
resources of big and small South Korean rivers, 
drawing on the experiences gained in irrigation 
by the people in the northern part and enjoying 
the support of heavy industry set up in the North, 
it will be possible in a few years to cover the 
fields of South Korea with ramified irrigation 
channels, convert into irrigated paddies all the 
rain-dependent paddies which bring one _ good 
year in ten and free South Korean agriculture 
from drought and flood. 

Although South Korea has very favourable 
natural conditions compared with North Korea, 
it is lagging far behind in the utility rate of land 
and per unit output. 

When farm machine factories are built in agri- 


cultural centres of South Korea in reliance upon 
ine machine-building industry created in the 
northern half and modern farm machines are 


popularized in the South Korean countryside for 
the use of the peasants, this will enable South 
ants of hard labour and raising tae labour pro- 
ductivity and the utility rate of land. 
When, along with this, the excellent farming 
technique, seeds, breeding stock, saplings and ex- 


periences in reaping rich harvest of the North 
Korean ‘peasants are utilised, South Korea will 
also be able to introduce advanced intensive farm- 
ing and markedly increase the per unit output of 
crops. 

When co-operation and economic assistance be- 
tween the North and South are realized, South 
Korea will get in good time sufficient good-quali- 
ty and cheap fertilizers and agricultural chemi- 
cals suitable for the agriculture of our country, 
instead of relying on the expensive fertilizers and 
agricultural chemicals of foreign countries, and 
will be able to buiid its own fertilizer and agri- 
cultural chemical factories in co-operation with 
the machine-building and chemical industries in 
the northern half. 

In this case, South Korea will be able to boost 
the grain output by leaps and bounds and achieve 
many-sided development of agriculture in a few 
years, thus able to cast off completely the shack- 
les of U.S. surplus farm produce, solve the food 
problem and secure raw materials and markets 
for the development of the national industry. 


Rehabilitation and development of agriculture 
is unthinkable apart from industry. 

Only when industry, which is to play the lead- 
ing role in the national economy, is rehabilitated 
and a firm, independent industrial foundation is 
laid, is it also possible to liquidate the back- 
wardness of the material and technical founda- 
tions of agriculture, multiply its productive forces 
and revive all branches of the national economy 
on a new foundation, 

As a matter of fact, the question of realizing 
the independent development of economy in 
South Korea today hinges on the question of 
placing the devastated industry on an independent 
foundation. 

South Korea is totally hampered from taking 
the road of independent development of the na- 
tional industry due to the predatory colonial poli- 
cy of U.S. imperialism. 

The feeble South Korean national industry is 
being destroyed owing to the U.S. surplus goods 
flooding in under the name of ‘aid’, and the 
development of national capital is blocked while 
only the comprador capital is being protected and 
fostered, 

The comprador capitalists have taken hold of 
40 per cent of the total output value of South 
Korean industry, while faithfully serving the U.S. 
imperialist policy for militarising South Korea 
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and turning it into a commodity market. 

The greater part of the national industry is 
hard hit by the shortage of raw materials and 
funds and by the marketing difficulty. An aver- 
age of more than ten factories go bankrupt a day 
and 70 per cent of the entire factories and 80 
per cent of the mines are not operating regularly. 

The decline of industry has further fragmentiz- 
ed the national capital. The number of factories 
with less than ten employees accounts for 55 per 
cent of the South Korean industrial enterprises 
and that with less than 50 employees embraces 
94 per cent of the total. 

The South Korean national industry on the 
brink of bankruptcy is unable to absorb the job- 
less people flowing in from the countryside, 

Owing to the constant pressure of U.S. im- 
perialism and comprador capital, not only the pos- 
sibilities of developing the South Korean indus- 
try are stamped out but its colonial lopsidedness 
and backwardness left over by Japanese imperi- 
alism has become all the more Serious, 


The ruthless exactions for meeting military 
expenses has made it impossible to utilize the 
national income for the development of national 
industry or for the upbuilding of heavy industry 
and creation of its own raw material, fuel and 
power bases. 

Today the proportion of industry accounts for 
only one-third of the total production value in 
South Korea, 


An overwhelming proportion, or three-fourths, 
of the meagre industrial output value is held by 
foodstuff and textile industries and other domains 
serving for the expansion of markets for U.S. 
surplus farm produce and the local supply of war 
materials, while heavy industry including machine- 
building, metal, chemical and building materials 
industries, the basis for the development of an 
independent national industry, is almost non- 
existent. 

Thus the South Korean industry has lost its 
independent vitality and the industrial produc- 
tion is on the brink of total collapse. 

At present the industrial production level of 
South Korea is only two-thirds of that in pre- 
liberation days. 

In order to save the South Korean industry 
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U.S. imperialism and comprador capital have 
in their grip the key branches of the South Ko- 
rean industry such as power generation, coal 
mining, transport, industries producing cement, 
fertilizer and textile, and milling industry and 
have monopolized funds, materials and markets. 

Only when all this in the hands of U.S. im- 
perialiism and its lackeys is nationalised and all 
obstacles to the independent development of eco- 
nomy are removed, will it become possible for 
the national industry of South Korea to display 
its vitality. 

At the same time, in order to revive the South 
Korean industry from the present ruinous condi- 
tion and lay the foundation for its independent 
development it is necessary to seek ways and 
means of developing the industrial productive 
ferces rapidly through mobilisation of all the in- 
ner potentialities of our nation. 

The primary question for the rehabilitation of 
the South Korean industry is to put an early end 
to the shortage of raw materials and funds and 
the technical backwardness which constitute big 
obstacles to the development of national industry. 

The national industry of South Korea is depen- 
dent upon foreign markets for six-sevenths of the 
necessary raw materials such as cotton, chemical 
fibre, caustic soda, plastic materials, rubber, oil 
and fat, and the medium and small enterprises 
experience an acute shortage of raw materials. 

The national capitalists of South Korea obtain 
loans amounting to only one-tenth of their annu- 
ally required funds, and 75 per cent of them go 
to usurers for money, 

Dependent on foreign markets for more than 
SO per cent of machines and equipment, the na- 
tional industry of South Korea finds it hard even 
to maintain the existing wornout equipment, to 
cay nothing of technical renewal. 

Such desperate business conditions are caused 
by the lack of the foundation of heavy industry 
capable of solving the questions of raw materials, 
other materials, equipment, etc. 

Metal-working and machine factories are en- 
gaged only in repairing means of transport, as- 
sembling imported accessories and making small 
farm implements and furniture, unable to put 
out any modern machines and equipment. 

South Korea has almost no basic chemical 
industry. It has only a few chemical factories 
producing rubber goods, paper, medicaments, 
toilet articles and the like with imported raw 
materials. 

Though it has rich resources of coal and hy- 
draulic power, it has been unable to build its 


own fuel and power bases and has been suffering 
from an acute shortage of fuel and power. 

To cope with all these questions involved 
in the South Korean industry, it is necessary not 
only to rehabilitate the ruined industry but also 
completely eliminate its colonial onesidedness and 
backwardness. 

Solution of all these questions confronting the 
national industry of South Korea requires an 
enormous amount of funds and materials, techni- 
que and experience. It is, however, impossible 
at present for South Korea to cope with these 
questions by itself. 

For South Korea to free itself from dependen- 
cy, reconstruct economy and relieve the popula- 
tion from privations as early as possible, there 
is no other way today but to realize North-South 
co-operation. 

Today North Korea which has laid the founda- 
tion of industrialisation possesses powerful heavy 
industrial bases, such as developed fuel and 
power industry, metal industry, machine-building 
industry, chemical industry, building materials 
industry, etc., which produce on their own most 
of the means of production necessary for the 
development of the national economy and, further- 
more, are capable of successfully building new 
large-scale factories and new industrial branches. 

Firm light industrial bases embracing modern 
large-scale central factories and a large number 
of local factories have also been built in North 
Korea in reliance on the developed agriculture 
and powerful heavy industrial bases, Our light 
industry is making leaping progress on the basis 
of the domestic raw material resources. 

In the course of building a self-supporting in- 
dustry we have accumulated fine experiences in 
industrial construction and trained hundreds of 
thousands of able technical cadres. 

All these achievements made in the northern 
half are a reliable material guarantee for the 
rehabilitation and development of the South Ko- 
rean industry and the most valuable asset of 
our nation which should be used for the rehabi- 
litation and development of the South Korean 
industry. 

If the North and South co-operate with each 
other and make an effective use of this asset, 
there will be no question too hard for the South 
Korean industry to solve, 

If North-South co-operation is realised, a 
sufficient amount of fuel and power, machines 
and raw materials will be supplied first of all 
to the national industry of South Korea which is 
in a dire plight and the medium and_ small 


enterprises will be ensured full. capacity operd- 


tion of their equipment, freed from chronic 
business difficulties. 
This will mark a first step toward sharply 


increasing the industrial production in South 
Korea, doing away with the technical back- 
wardness of meagre medium and small enterp- 
rises and regenerating the national industry. 

The powerful foundation of machine-building 
industry laid and rich experiences gained in 
economic construction in the northern half will 
be greatly helpful to the rehabilitation and 
development of the national industry of South 
Korea. 

On this basis South Korea will gradually 
build heavy industry and carry out industrialisa- 
tion, thereby laying the solid foundation of an 
independent national industry. 

The building of a self-supporting national in- 
dustry is impossible without the creation of 
machine-buildng industry, its foundation. 

On account of the absence of machine-building 
industry, South Korea is today unable not only 
to get rid of the technical backwardness but also 
to develop its resources, with the result that its 
economic dependence on the outside force is 
growing worse. 

If the North and South co-operate with each 
other, South Korea will get modern machines 
and equipment at home by making use of the 
machine-building industry already built in the 
northern half and, furthermore, it will be able to 
lay its own machine-building base which can 
ensure the technical reconstruction of the na- 
tional economy. 

In this way South Korea will completely 
extricate herself from the present irrational posi- 
tion in which it has to beg foreign countries for 
machines and equipment paying high prices, yet 
getting low-quality ones. 

The question of the development cf reseurces 
and that of raw materials cen also be settled by 
using the inner potentialities of the nation in 
a unitary way. 

First of all, we shall be able to build on our 
own within a few years water power stations in 
such places as Choongjoo, Danyang, Pyungchang 
and Andong and thermal-power stations where 
necessary by effectively combining the construc- 
tion capacity of North and South Korea. 

Exploitation of power resources will do away 
with the acute shortage of power and complete- 
ly free South Korea’s power industry from depen- 
dence on U.S. oil monopolies, 

All other resources can also be mobilised and 
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utilised in the interest of the national industry 
and most of the raw materials needed by South 
Korea can be supplied at home through the 
nation’s own efforis. 

If the underground resources in South Korea 
such as ircn ore, coal and lime stcne as well as 
salterns are developed and metal, chemical and 
building-materials industries are set up, this 
will enable South Korea to turn out by itself 
these goods of which it feels an acute shortage 
—chemical fibre, caustic soda, synthetic resin 
and other chemical products as well as various 
raw materials and other materials including 
cement and iron—without importing them at high 
prices. 

If a firm raw material base is laid in South 
Korea, it will become possible to terminate the 
dependence on foreign monopoly capital caused 
by the shortage of raw materials and other mate- 
rials and put an end to the plunder of resources 
by the imperialists. 

At the same time, South Korea can put an end 
to the colonial onesidedness by creating a big 
industrial centre not in the Woolsan area which 
is favourable only to the foreign monopoly capi- 
talists but in such suitable areas as Samchuk 
and Nyungwol with easy access to raw materials 
and power resources and advantageous to ihe 
development of the national economy, and by 
building new industries in other areas in con- 
formity with their peculiarities. 

If the ravaged factories and mines are recon- 
structed, all the production establishments are 
put into operation and new large-scale factories 
and new industrial branches are established in 
a big way, stable employment can be ensured to 
workers and the problem of unemployment, a 
big social problem, be successfully coped with. 

If the North and South pool their strength, 
South Korea’s fishing industry can likewise make 
radical development, 

In order to restore South Korea’s fishing in- 
dustry from ruin, it is necessary to put an end 
immediately to the occupation of fishing ports 
and fishing grounds by the U.S. forces. 

The U.S. imperialists are using South Korea’s 
major fishing ports such as Pusan, Inchon and 
Sokcho for their naval bases, have converted the 
main fishing grounds on the east, west and south 
seas into naval training grounds and have limit 
ed the fishing activities of the fishermen to the 
extreme. 

At the same time, South Korean fishing industry 
is constantly menaced by Japanese monopoly capital. 

Japanese monopoly capitalists, scheming in 
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every way to monopolise fisheries in the coast- 
al waters of South Korea, net upwards of 
400,000 tons of marine products a year in the 
coastal waters. of South Korea and are bent on 
expanding fishing areas there. 

Such aggressive move of the Japanese monopo- 
ly capital is gravely menacing the fisheries of South 
Korea and administering a serious blow to the 
livelihood of the 800,000 South Korean fishermen. 

To save the fisheries of South Korea, fishing 
ports and fishing grounds must be _ protected 
from foreign aggressive forces, the dilapidated 
facilities of fishing ports be rebuilt and the 
fishermen be ensured free (fishing activities in 
the whole of South Korean waters. 

Only when the devastated fishing ports are re- 
constructed, the banned fishing grounds recovered 
and freedom of fishing activities now restricted by 
the U.S. imperialist aggressive army is regained, is 
it possible to restore the fisheries of South Korea. 

When North-South co-operation is realized, 
South Korea can firmly’ reinforce’ the basic 
means of fishery—fishing boats, nets and other 
tackle. 

Today in South Korea, the number of fishing 
boats has dropped by one-third as against the time 
of the country’s liberation on August 15, 1945, 
and 90 per cent of them are sailboats, 60 per cent 
of them are timeworn and have become useless. 

Fishing nets and other fishing tackle are poor. 
As for the fishing nets, only 60 per cent of the 
nets needed is available. 

When the North and the South co-operate, this 
will enable South Korea to make use of the ship- 
building industry of North Korea and also ex- 
pand its own shipbuilding capacity through ra- 
tional adjustment of the equipment and materials 
cf North and South Korea. Thus, South Korea 
will be able to renovate its fishing equipment by 
setting up a powerful fishing fleet with hundreds 
of large and medium iron-clad ships as its core, 
motorising a large number of sailboats and fully 
making up the shortage of fishing nets and tackle. 

Furthermore, this will make it possible to ef- 
fect free traffic of fishing boats between the 
North and South and opening of fishing ports of 
the North and South to each other, promote co- 
operation in fishery through exchange of informa- 
tion on tidal current and meteorological condi- 
tions, joint detection of fish shoals and joint pro- 
tection of fish, and it will become possible to 
organise joint fishing fleets and jointly undertake 
pelagic and deep-sea fishing. 

When this is realised, South Korean fishing 
industry will be able to make leaping progress, 


ridding itself of the century-old backwardness, 
and cope with the present situation in which, due 
to the lack of fishing boats, fishing nets and other 
fishing tackle, not only valuable marine resour- 
ces remain unexploited but also our waters are 
being intruded by Japanese monopoly capital. 

North-South co-operation and economic con- 
nection will also completely settle the problem 
of markets, the greatest menace to the existence 
of national industry of South Korea. 

Today when national industry of South Korea 
is choked by the flood of foreign goods and the 
Scuth Korean people are _ suffering a loss of 
more than one hundred million dollars a year 
owing to the unequal exchange raie imposed 
upon them by foreign monopoly capital, protec- 
tion of the home market and settlement of the 
marketing problem for _ the national industry 
stand out as a most pressing task in rehabilitat- 
ing and developing South Korean economy. 

If the barriers between the North and South 
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~ Realisation of North- Sul intercourse will 
greatly expand the home market of our country 
and South Korea _ will be able to cope with the 
marketing difficulties which constitute a great 
obstacle to the development of national industry. 

At the same time, South Korea will end once 
and for all the unreasonal situation in which it 
is suffering from the shortage of raw materials 
while being plundered of its own vaiuable re- 
sources and in which it is experiencing market- 
ing difficulties while importing expensive foreign 
commodities. 

There is no doubt that the removal of such 
unreasonableness and realisaticn of North-South 
trade will be greatly conducive to the develop- 
ment of national economy of the whole of Korea, 
particularly the South Korean economy, 
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Facts show that North-South co-operation will

open a phase decisively favourable for the dev- 
elopment of the South Korean economy. 

The North-South co-operation and pooling of 
the strength of the whole nation will enable 
Seuth Korea to bring into operation the factories 
now standing idle, establish new industrial bran- 
ches and meet the demand fcr raw materials and 
the people’s needs for food and all other goods 
with home products. 

Rehabilitation and reconstructicn of economy 
will solve the question of unemployment and 
food shortage and_ stabilise the living of the 
workers, peasants and other working folk. 

Towns and villages will then come back to life 
after the long-drawn economic stagnation and the 
wisdom and strength of millions of down-trod- 
den, forsaken popular masses will be given full 
play and consequently economic construction will 
undoubtedly make sweeping progress. 

There is no reason or ground for us to be 
unable to co-operate with each other. 

We are a singie nation, In our vein flows the 
blood of the same ancestors. We had been !cad- 
ing a harmonious life for thousands of years in 
the same territory. Why can’t our nation, its & 
conomic ties severed, share joys and sorrows? 

The difference of ideologies and systems can 
be no excuse whatsoever for perpetuating the 
territorial division, disregarding the thousands 
of years of the nation’s history. 

Today when even nations with differcnt sys- 
tems, speaking different languages and of dififer- 
ent colours are maintaining ecenomic relations, 
why should the same compatriots living in the 
same land build a barrier and turn their backs 
on each other? 

To restore link and realise co-operation be- 
tween the North and South is not only the burn- 
ing aspiration of the nation but also an excellent 
means of saving the South Korean people on the 
verge of death and, furthermore, of ending the 
division caused by outside force and expediting 
the unification of the nation. 

Certain people in South Korea are still averse 
to get out of the mire of reliance upon outside 
force, although our nation has sufficient potenti- 
alities and wherewithal and the possibilities for 
furning them to account. 

They beg for more U.S. “aid” going the 
length of declaring “‘we will get more aid from 
the United States even if we are held in hostage 
‘there’? and palaver as if it would bring about 
any change in the situation of South Korea. 

This is a treacherous act of embellishing the 
of the imperialists, flouting the 
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people and betraying the country and nation. 

What is it if not the grievous consequence of 
the U.S. “aid” and the country-selling policy of 
U.S. lackeys who rely upon outside force that 
South Korea is faced with a catastrophic situs- 
tion today? 

While talking about the 
ism’’ and “independence and _ self-sustenance’’ 
some people in South Korea are, in actuality, 
clinging on to the U.S. “‘aid’? and even ushering 
in the monopoly capital of the Japanese militar- 
ists who had for nearly half a century forced 
colonial slavery upon our people. 

Needless to say, it is a treacherous act to cling 
to the sleeve of the imperialists, crying that they 
“cannot live’’ without U.S, ‘‘aid’’. It is also a 
treacherous act, in the final analysis, to rebuke 
flunkyism in words and continue in deeds to rely 
on the imperialists’ aggressive ‘‘aid’’. 

What is the difference between ‘‘those who 
oppose reliance upon outside force’’ in words only 
and those who advocate reliance on outside force?

The long history and brilliant tradition of our 
nation prove this and the shining successes made 
in socialist construction by the people in the 
northern half following liberation eloquently de- 
monstrate this. 

North Korea had to start from scratch on the 
ruins caused by the aggressive war launched by 
U.S. imperialism.

If not, how can they regard the voice of the com- 
patriots calling for joint efforts of the North and 
South to relieve the South Korean brothers and 
sisters who are on the brink of death and open 
the road of resurgence for them as a question of 
one conquering the other? 

Such allegation only exposes that they are actu- 
ally serving as running dogs of U.S. imperialism 
which is trying to perpetuate the division of the 
territory and keep the South Korean people in 
colonial slavery indefinitely. 

No excuse can justify the rejection of North-

One cannot oppose national co-operation if he 
really loves the country and is concerned about 
the future of the nation.

There is no, nor can there be any, other way 
of coping with the grave situation created in 
South Korea, getting rid of reliance upon outside 
force and achieving independence and self-sus- 
tenance of the nation.

of itself. It must be won through struggle. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors are trying 
hard to perpetuate the split of our nation in an 
attempt to maintain their colonial rule over South 
Korea and are resorting to every means to ham- 
per nation-wide co-operation between the people 
in the North and South. 

We should resolutely smash the nation-splitt- 
ing scheme of the enemy by relying upon the 
unity of the entire patriotic forces of the nation.

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THE PATH TO THE SOLUTION OF THE QUESTION 
OF KOREA’S UNIFICATION 


Memorandum of the Government of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 


This year, too, the “Korean question” 
has been placed before the United Nations 
General Assembly at its 18th Session. 

On October 16, the “United Nations Com- 
mission for the Unification and Rehabili- 
tation of Korea” released its customary, 
faked-up “annual report” to the United Na- 
tions General Assembly. 

In this connection, the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
deems it necessary to clarify once again 
: stand with regard to the “Korean ques- 
ion’. 


I 


Who needs the discussion of the “Korean 
auestion” at the United Nations? 

In the first place, the United Nations has 
nc ground whatsoever to discuss the ‘“Ko- 
rean question” in the light of its Charter. 

The “Korean question” can not become 
a subject for discussion at the United Na- 
tions in the light of Article 107 of the U.N. 
Charter. The United Nations is not entitled 
to discuss the “Korean question” in view 
of Paragraph 7, Article 2 of the U.N. Char- 
ter, which strictly prohibits the United 


Nations from interfering in the internal af- 


fairs of any country or any nation. 

From the beginning, the Korean people 
have been resolutely opposed to the discus- 
sion of the “Korean question” in the United 
Nations. 

Many countries which prize peace, natio- 
nal independence and the U.N. Charter 
have likewise been opposed to the illegal 
discussion of the “Korean question” in the 
United Nations. 

Only the Government of the United 
States deemed it necessary to place the 
“Korean question” before the United Na- 
tions in violation of the U.N. Charter. It 
was necessary for U.S. imperialism to cook 
up in a high-handed manner “resolutions” 
needed for covering up its aggressive acts 
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under the signboard of the United Nations. 

As a result, although the United Nations 
has discussed the ‘Korean question” for no 
less than 16 years, it did not, and could 
not, in any way help toward the settlement 
of the question. On the contrary, it only 


further complicated and aggravated the 
situation. 
Moreover, having had its sacred flag 


usurped by the United States in the aggres- 
sive war in Korea, the United Nations has 
been reduced to the status of a belligerent 
in the Korean war. 

That the aim of the United States in forc- 
ing the United Nations to discuss the “Ko- 
rean question” lies in covering up its ag- 
pressive acts in Korea with the signboard 
of the U.N. is clearly proved by the fact 
that it doggedly obstructed the participation 
of the representative of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea in the debate of the 
cuestion. 

It is natural to invite the representative 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, a party concerned, to take part in the 
discussion, so long as the “‘Korean question” 
is taken up in the United Nations. 

However, the United States obstructed 
the participation of the representative of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea by 
every despicable means. 

Having stubbornly opposed the participa- 
tion of the representative of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea in the discus- 
sion of the “Korean question”, they, on the 
other hand, demand that the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea unconditionally 
accept the so-called “U.N. resolution” which 
was arbitrarily concocted by themselves. 

Is it not really a brazen-faced act? 

They make the decision among themsel- 
ves, in an unjust way at that, and then de- 
mand us to accept it. Does this accord with 
the principles of the United Nations based 
on “respect for the principle of equal rights 
and self-determination of peoples’? 


After all, this is a brigandish method of 
U.S. imperialism in a disguised form. It 
is a foregone conclusion that such brigand- 
ish demand should be resolutely rejected by 
anyone. 

Then, inventing a new excuse out of this, 


the United States would reverse black and 


white and claim that the Democratic Peo- 
ples’ Republic of Korea is to blame for the 
failure of the settlement of the ‘Korean 
question”. 

It is clear to all sober-minded people 
that, by illegally bringing the “Korean 
question” before the U.N. General Assembly 
year after year, the United States is, 
through such trickery, aiming at deceiving 
ihe public opinion and camouflaging its 
aggressive nature. 

The United Nations should not be used 
any longer as a tool of U.S. imperialism. 
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The discussion of the ‘Korean question” 
at the United Nations is in vain, no matter 
how many times it is repeated. 

This is because no attempt is made to 
remove the real ulcer preventing the solu- 
tion of the question. 

The root cause obstructing the settlement 
of the ‘Korean question” is the occupation 
of South Korea by the U.S. forces. There 
can be no talk about the settlement of the 
“Korean question” without the removal of 
this ulcer. 

However, the United States and the 
“United Nations Commission for the Unifi- 
cation and Rehabilitation of Korea’ have 
always put up the hackneyed lie that the 
“Korean question” has not been solved, be- 
cause of the failure of the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
to accept the so-called “U.N. objectives in 
Korea”. 

What, then, are the “U.N. objectives in 
Korea” they are clamouring about? 

According to an “annual report” of the 
“United Nations Commission for the Unifi- 
cation and Rehabilitation of Korea,” it is 
“to bring about, by peaceful means, the es- 
tablishment of a unified, independent and 
democratic Korea, under the representative 
form of government and the full restoration 
of international peace and security in the 
area.” 


This seems rather specious at first sight, 
as the Korean proverb goes: “Wild apricot 
has a lovely color.” 

But it is, in reality, no more than a hypo- 
critical, empty talk of the United States 
intended to cover up its aggressive aim in 
Korea. 


Proof of this is, among other things, their 
avowed intention to realize the so-called 
“U.N. objectives in Korea” through “U.N. 
supervised election” under the condition of 
continued occupation of South Korea by the 
U.S. army. 


What “peaceful means” can one think of 
under the condition of occupation by the 
foreign aggressive army? What “free elec- 
tion” can one talk about under the bayonet 
of foreign aggressive army? 


History knows no precedent of a foreign 
occupation army not being the cause of op- 
pression, plunder, provocation and dispute. 

More, the holding of election being an 
internal affair of each nation, what is the 
use of “U.N. supervision” over it? 


All these questions would not have arisen, 
had it not been for the sinister design of the 
United States to invade and dominate Ko- 
rea. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has _ consistently 
demanded the withdrawal of all foreign 
troops, first of all, for holding a free elec- 
tion for the peaceful unification of Korea. 
And it also has all along insisted on hold- 
ing a democratic, North-South general elec- 
tion by the Korean people themselves un- 
der the condition in which all political par- 
ties, social organizations and individual 
personages are ensured completely free poli- 
tical activities throughout the whole terri- 
tory of North and South Korea, free from 
control and interference by any foreign 
country, any foreign trcops or any interna- 
tional organization. 

It is evident which would be really free, 
just and democratic-—an “election” held on 
a local basis at the point of the bayonet of 
the U.S. troops under the so-called “U.N. 
supervision” or an all-Korea general elec- 
tion held by the Korean people themselves 
without interference, supervision and con- 
trol by any outside force. 

Nothing is more shameless than to clam- 
our about any sort of “U.N. objectives”, 
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“unification and independence” or “peace 
and security”, while stationing aggressive 
forces in one half of another’s territory. 
Such words and deeds of the U.S. aggres- 
sors are indeed an insult to and mockery 
of the U.N. Charter. 

The United States raises a hue and cry 
about “communist threat fiom the North” 
in order to vindicate the occupation oi 
South Korea by the U.S. army. But this, too, 
can not deceive anyonie. 

In the first place, there is not, nor had 


there been, such thing as “communist 
threat” or “threat of invasion from the 
North”. 


In recent years, too, the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
has made proposals time and again for re- 
ducing the armies of North and South Ko- 
rea to 100,000 or less respectively and for 
concluding a peace agreement between the 
authorities of North and South Korea on 
refraining from using armed force against 
each other under the condition of with- 
drawal of all foreign forces from South 
Korea. 

It is also U.S. imperialism that is ob- 
structing the materialization of this propo- 
sal. The U.S. imperialists are revealing 
their black heart only too openly by stalling 
the conclusion of the proposed peace agree- 
ment on the one hand and on the other 
kicking up a dust about “threat of invasion 
from the North.” 


With no amount of excuses and false 
propaganda can the United States gloss 
over the fact ihat the stationing of the U.S. 
army in South Korea is an aggressive act 
flagrantly violating the principles of interna- 
tional law and the primary obstacle in the 
way of peaceful unification of Korea. 

It is no secret at all that the United 
States is enforcing colonial rule, wielding 
almighty power, having seized all the ar- 
teries of the political, economic and cultural 
domains, and the prerogative of supreme 
command over the military in South Korea. 
The so-called “Government” of South Ko- 
rea is nothing but a puppet of the United 
States. 

The occupation of South Korea by the 
LS. army is the root cause of all misfort- 
unes and sufferings of the South Korean 
people—political non-rights, economic pri- 
vation, social confusion, etc. 
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The U.S. army is subjecting the South 
Korean people to all kinds of national 
humiliation and brutality. 

The continued occupation of South Korea 
by the U.S. army is also the source of 
growing tension in Korea and the Far East. 
(cf. Memorandum of the Foreign Ministry 
oi the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, dated July 25, 1963, distributed as an 
official document of the U.N.) 

All facts show that it is impossible to 
achieve the peaceful unification of Korea or 
remove the hotbed of war in the Far East, 
unless the U.S. imperialist aggressive army 
is withdrawn from South Korea. 

From the outset the United States has 
not been desirous of the peaceful unification 
of Korea. What it wants is either to con- 
quer by force the whole of Korea under the 
signboard of “U.N.” or, should this prove 
impossible, to perpetuate the division of 
Korea so as, at least, to keep South Korea 
in its clutches. 

Therefore, the stereotyped call of the 
United States is “U.N.-supervised election”. 
What is more, when it came to the most 
fair and reasonable proposals for peaceful 
unification put forward by the Government 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea, the United States offhandedly ob- 
structed their materialisation without excep- 
tion. 

Had it not been for the occupation of 
South Korea by the U.S. army and the stall- 
ing manoeuvres of the U.S. imperialists, the 
peaceful unification of Korea would have 
long since been realized in an amicable way 
by the Korean people themselves. 

To achieve the peaceful unification of Ko- 
rea, we should start, first of all, with the 
removal of the deterrent ulcer—the with- 
drawal of the U.S. army from South Korea.

It is to be seen all the more clearly in the 
realities of South Korea what is actually 
meant by the so-called “objectives of the 
U.N. in Korea” and “election under the 
U.N. supervision” which are advertised by 
the United States and the “U.N. Commis- 
sion for the Unification and Rehabilitation 
of Korea.” 

They claim that the “objectives of the 
U.N.” have been realised exemplarily in 


South Korea. This shows that their so-cal- 
led “representative government” means 
such a one as the Syngman Rhee puppet 
dictatorial regime which won ill fame 
throughout the world. It also means such a 
one as the military fascist regime of Pak 
Jung Hi which has won notoriety today for 
its sanguinary military terrorism. 

Accordingly, their so-called establishment 
of a “unified, independent and democratic 
Korea” under the “representative form of 
government” and “restoration of interna- 
tional peace and security in the area” boil 
down to swallowing up the whole of Korea 
by the armed force of U.S. imperialism and 
to “peace” and “security” under such con- 
dition. 

This is borne out by the unscrupulous ag- 
gressive “resolution” on the “maintenance 
of the U.S. forces in Korea as long as ne- 
cessary for achieving the objectives’? men- 
tioned above, and by the fact that the Unit- 
ed States is frantically making provocative 
war preparations, shipping even atomic 
weapons and guided missiles into South 
Korea in violation of the Korean Armistice 
Agreement. 


Anyone who has the slightest respect for 
the U.N. Charter will not dare say that the 
dictatorial regime of Syngman Rhee or the 
present military fascist regime of South 
Korea is the “objectives of the U.N.” 


No one would dare say that the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressive army’s continued occu- 
pation of South Korea and its proposed in- 
vasion and conquest of the whole of Korea 
are the “objectives of the U.N.” 


In order to give the appearance of “civili- 
an government” to the South Korean mili- 
tary fascist regime, the United States held 
the deceptive ‘‘presidential election” on Oc- 
teber 15, 1963, under a more harsh ‘‘elec- 
tion law” than that at the time of the “pre- 
sidential election” of March 15, 1960, the 
last fraudulent election under the Syngman 
Rhee puppet regime. But the real state of 
affairs can not be veiled even by this. 

It is this very aggressive policy of U.S. 
imperialism and the fascist, anti-popular 
policy of the successive puppet governments 
of South Korea trumped up by the “U.N.- 
supervised elections” held at the point of the 
U.S. bayonet that have brought unheard-of 
political chaos, economic bankruptcy and 


distressful privation to the South Korean 


people. 


No one would dare say that the present 
wretched reality of South Korea—a dark 
land of starvation, poverty and non-rights 
—where “it is a miracle just to live,” as 
people say, is the “objectives of the United 
Nations”. 


Facts remain rigid facts no matter what 
hypocritic jugglery of flowery words the 
United States or the “U.N. Commission for 
the Unification and Rehabilitation of Ko- 
rea,’ mere lackeys of the United States, 


may make in the name of the United Na- 


tions. 

What they “guaranteed” in the name of 
the United Nations was the so-called ‘“re- 
presentative government” and “democracy.” 
And this “representative government” the 
South Korean people, launching a mass 
uprising, overthrew at the cost of huge 
sacrifices in April 1960. 


How can those who “guaranteed” the 
Syngman Rhee puppet dictatorial regime as 
a “democratic government,” compensate 
for the blood shed by the South Korean peo- 
ple in that April? They can not pay for it 
nor were they inclined to bear the responsi- 
bility for it. 

Those who “guaranteed” the existence of 
“representative government” in South Korea 
in the name of the United Nations, of course, 
could not do anything nor did they venture 
to do anything when U.S. imperialism cook- 
ed up the fascist military coup and further 
intensified the ruthless, sanguinary suppres- 
sion of the people in South Korea. Instead, 
the good-for-nothings of the “U.N. Commis- 
sion for the Unification and Rehabilitation 
ol Korea” lauded even the military fascist 
regime as “administrative democracy” and 
so on. 

They have an aptitude to describe ‘‘evil” 
as “good”. And it is their stock in trade to 
bear no responsibility for this. This is a 
stark fact which cannot be covered up. 

As can be seen, no matter how many 
times the United Nations may give assuran- 
ces to its “objective,” this is, in fact, noth- 
ing but a whitewashing of the aggressive 
acts of U.S. imperialism. 

Thus it follows that the responsibility for 
qitestions arising in Korea should and must 
be taken by the Korean people themselves. 
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Neither the United States, nor the United 
Nations nor anyone else can assume it in 
place of the Koreans. 

The Korean people who have a history of 
thousands of years and a brilliant cultural 
tradition have ability and means enough to 
decide their destiny by themselves. 

This is eloquently proved by the fact that 
today the people in the northern half of Ko- 
rea have laid a base for industrialisation 
and a solid foundation of self-supporting 
national economy on the road of independ- 
ent development and brought about pros- 
perity unprecedented in the history of 
Korea. 

These achievements of the people in the 
northern half of Korea have been made pos- 
sible, needless to say, only by resolutely re- 
jecting any outside interference attempted 
under the cloak of the “objectives of the 
United Nations” or “supervision.” 

The peaceful unification of Korea will be 
accomplished and a durable peace be pre- 
served in the Far East only when all outside 
interference is eliminated, the solution of the 
Korean question is left to the Korean peo- 
ple themselves and the patriotic forces of 
North and South Korea join hands and co- 
operate with each other. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressive army, the 
source of discord and trouble in Korea, must 
be withdrawn from South Korea and both 
the United States and the United Nations 
must wash their hands of all interference in 
Korea. 


IV 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has been consis- 
tently exerting all sincere efforts for the 
peaceful settlement of the question of Ko- 
rea’s_ unification. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has always main- 
tained that the question of Korea’s unilica- 
tion must be solved by the Korean people 
themselves independently and peacefully, 
free from any outside interference, by me- 
ans of holding a free general election 
throughout the North and South on a de- 
mocratic basis. 

With this in view, it proposed to conduct 
economic and cultural intercourse between 
the North and South and realise free travel 
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between the inhabitants of North and South 
Korea. As an initial step, it proposed time 
and again to realise, to start with, the ex- 
change of letters between parents, brothers 
and sisters, relatives and friends living se- 
parated from each other in the North and 
South. It also offered more than once, from 
compatriotic love, to send relief goods to 
the South Korean people for lessening the 
hardships of their living. 

In recent years too, the Government 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea made fair, reasonable and concrete 
proposals for the promotion of the peaceful 
unification of Korea to the South Korean 
authorities as occasion arose—on August 
14, 1960, Novemher 19, 1960, June 21, 1962, 
October 23, 1962, and on September 8, 1963. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea is ready at all 
times to agree to holding a free, general 
election throughout North and South Ko- 
rea for the peaceful unification of Korea. 
But, in view of the fact that the South Ko- 
rean authorities are disinclined to accept 
this at present, it also put forward concrete 
proposals for gradually solving the question 
of the unification of Korea through a series 
of intermediate steps. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea proposes, as the 
initial measures of intermediate steps, that 
the U.S. army be withdrawn from South 
Korea, North and South Korea conclude a 
peace agreement on refraining from attack- 
ing each other and reduce their armed for- 
ces to 100,000 men or less respectively. 

This measure will lighten the heavy bur- 
dens of military expenses weighing down 
the South Korean people, remove distrust 
and tension between the North and South 
and create an atmosphere of national unity 
and amity. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea proposes that eco- 
nomic and cultural exchange and coopera- 
ticn be realised between North and South 
Korea. 

The realisation of cooperation and tie-up 
between the North and South will restore 
the ties between the industrial North and 
the agricultural South, and will make it 
possible to rehabilitate the destroyed in- 
dustry and agriculture of South Korea in 
reliance on the firm foundation of indepen- 


dent national economy already laid in 
North Korea, provide millions of unemploy- 
ed with jobs and radically improve the de- 
teriorated living of the South Korean people. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has put forward 
a proposal on a confederation of the North 
and South as a measure for the initial 
unification of the country. 

This confederation is to set up a supreme 
national committee composed of represen- 
tatives of the Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea and the Go- 
vernment of the Republic of Korea to solve 
jointly matters of common concern, while 
retaining the present socio-political systems 
in North and South Korea as they are and 
maintaining independent activities of the 
two governments. 

The enforcement of the confederation of 
the North and South will make it possible 
for us to do a tremendous amount of work 
in the interests of the nation, developing 
the national economy and culture in a con- 
certed way and so forth, and this will open 
up a very favourable phase in achieving the 
complete unification of the country. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea considers that there 
is no reason whatsoever for North and 
South Korea, for the communists and the 
representatives of national bourgeoisie, to 
be unable to cooperate with each other for 
the solution of the unification question, the 
vital question of the nation, although there 
are differences between North and South 
Korea in political views and social systems. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea proposes that, after 
promoting contact and mutual understand- 
ing between North and South Korea and 
creating an atmosphere of national amity 
through these intermediate steps, a unified 
central government represented by all cir- 
cles and strata of North and South Korea 
be established and the complete unification 
of the country be achieved through the 
holding of an all-Korea free election on a 
democratic basis. 

These proposals of the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea with 
regard to the question of the unification oi 
Korea fully accord with the national inte- 
rests of the entire Korean people and the 
interests of peace in the Far East and Asia. 


It is precisely due to the persistent obs- 
tructive machinations of the United States 
occupying South Korea that none of these 
sincere, reasonable proposals of the Gov- 
ernment of the Democratic People’s Repu- 
blic of Korea has been realised. 

The U.S. imperialists, afraid of losing 
their colonial grip on South Korea if Korea 
is unified peacefully on a democratic basis, 
are resorting to every means to hamper the 
holding of a free general election through- 
cut the North and South. 

Fearing that the South Korean people 
may come to know about the successes made 
by the people in the northern half of Korea 
in the upbuilding of a sovereign, indepen- 
dent state, they are dead set against the 
establishment of the slightest contact be- 
tween North and South Korea. 

Therefore, the peaceiul unification of Korea 
is even unthinkable as long as the occupa- 
tion of South Korea by the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors is left intact. 


In view of all the above-mentioned stark 
facts, the Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea considers that 


if the United Nations wants to act strictly 


in accordance with the principles laid down 
in its Charter, it should cancel all illegal 
resolutions on the “Korean question” fabri- 
cated by the United States in contravention 
of the U.N. Charter and take measures 
without delay for the withdrawal of the 
U.S. army from South Korea. At the same 
time, the “U.N. Commission for the Unifi- 
cation and Rehabilitation of Korea,” a mere 
tool for implementing the U.S. aggressive 
policy, must be dissolved. This is the key to 
the peaceful settlement of the question of 
Korea’s_ unification. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea will continue in the 
future, too, as in the past, to make every 
effort for the withdrawal of the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressive army from South Ko- 
rea and for the accomplishment of the inde- 
pendent, peaceful unification of the country. 

Today, the struggle for the withdrawal of 
the U.S. army from South Korea and the real- 
isation of the peaceful unification of Korea is 
a link in the struggle of the entire oppress- 
ed nations and the world peace-loving peo- 
ple against the colonial and war policy of 
the U.S.-led imperialists and for peace.

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APPEAL TO THE SOUTH KOREAN PEOPLE AND 
POLITICAL AND PUBLIC FIGURES 


Workers, peasants, intellectuals, army- 
men, youth and students, merchants, enter- 
prisers, religionists of South Korea! 

Leaders of the political parties and public 
organizations! 

National assemblymen of South Korea! 

Fellow countrymen, brothers and sisters! 

No longer do the entire people of North 
and South Korea want to tolerate the tra- 
gedy of territorial division and national 
split which has continued for more than 18 
years. And they demand more strongly than 
at any other time realistic measures for 
achieving the peaceful unification of the 
country. 

The joint meeting of the Presidium of the 
Supreme People’s Assembly of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea, the Cen- 
tral Committee of the United Democratic 
Fatherland Front and the Committee for 
the Peaceful Unification of the Fatherland 
having once again sincerely discussed mea- 
sures for satisfying such urgent demand 
of the popular masses makes an appeal to 
you speaking out of our hearts filled with 
deep concern for the nation. 

We experience only too keenly what grave 
obstacles the national split is creating to 
the country’s political, economic and cul- 
tural development and what severe misfor- 
tunes and hardships it is bringing to our 
people. 

Although we are endowed with abundant 
natural resources and have every possibility 
for the development of productive forces in 
North and South Korea, we cannot utilize 
them rationally for the unified development 
of the national economy. Nor can we effec- 
tively enlist the wisdom and talents of the 
popular masses in the work for the pros- 
perity and development of the country. 

The national economy and culture are 
treading the different roads of progress and 
retrogression; and _ parents, brothers and 
sisters, relatives, and friends cannot even 


inguire after each other, though they are 
within hail. 
Indeed, the unification of the divided 
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country is the most urgent supreme national 
task of the thirty million Korean people. 

How can not anyone, if he values the des- 
tiny of the country and nation, do all he 
can for the realisation of this supreme na- 
tional cause? 

That is why we have consistently made 
all our sincere efforts for the unification of 
the divided land; we put forward more than 
once the most reasonable proposals accep- 
table to both sides for removing the artifi- 
cial barrier between the North and the South 
and materializing the national co-operation 
and intercourse. 


We have put forward every possible pro- 
posal which will conduce to the abolition of 
the tragic split, and did everything in our 
power ta solve our internal questions by 
ourselves allowing no outside interference. 


We keenly feel the misfortunes that the 
South Korean people are undergoing as 
our own’s and deem it our lofty national 
duty to mobilize the wealth of the North 
Korean people to cope with the grave situa- 
tion created in South Korea. 


All the proposals which we have already 
put forward represent our ardent love for 
the country and lofty compatriotism. And 
they are the most reasonable and realistic 
proposals which fully accord with the will 
and national interests of the entire people of 
North and South Korea. The South Korean 
people of broad strata, therefore, gave 
warm support to our proposals and they 
are most impatiently waiting for the realisa- 
tion of these proposals. 

But, to our regret, these proposals have 
failed to win the due support of the succes- 
sive rulers and national assemblies of South 
Korea. 

They have persisted in taking the wrong 
road of relying upon outside forces, instead 
of accepting all of our proposals and of 
making joint efforts to cope with the diffi- 
cult situation created in South Korea with 
the nation’s own strength and pave the way 
to unification. 


The miserable situation created in South 
Korea today shows only too clearly that 
what grave consequences the successive ru- 
lers of South Korea have brought by turn- 
ing their back to the national co-operation 
and unification and taking the road of tne 
reliance on outside forces and the national 
split. 
ith Korea has been completely subord- 
inated to U.S. imperialism politically, eco- 
nomically and militarily. 

The freedom and democratic rights of the 
people have been infringed upon, and the 
people who speak of the truth are subject- 
ed to suppression without exception. 

The South Korean industry has been to- 
tally destroyed, and the independence of 
the national economy is no more to be 
found. Then only foreign merchandise flood 
the South Korean markets. 

South Korean agriculture, too, has been 
devastated, and the agricultural production 
is decreasing year after year. Thus, South 
Korea, once a famous grain-producing re- 
gion, has been turned into a land of chronic 
famine. 

The people’s life has been extremely de- 
teriorated, and millions of the unemployed 
and hundreds of thousands of orphans are 
wandering about the streets. 

Moral depravity and corruption are pre- 
vailing ever more; our beautiful manners 
and good customs of long tradition are ut- 
terly disappearing. 

Indeed, in South Korea today, no one is 
tree from anxiety and cares; no family is 
free from the misery of destitution; no vil- 
lage is free from hunger; no city is free 
from unrest. 

Moreover, the bestial atrocities of the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors are getting only 
worse, and our South Korean compatriots 
are humiliated and insulted worse than ever. 
As a result they are suffering tremendous 
damage. 

Then, are not all these the miserable con- 
Sequences of the line of the reliance upon 
outside forces and national split? 

If the successive rulers and national as- 
semblies of South Korea had accepted our 
Proposals and taken the patriotic road of 
realising North-South ccoperation, the tragic 
Situation would have been averted and the 
South Korean pepole would have long freed 
themselves from the present sufferings. 


The historical experience of the past 
gives a serious lesson to the entire South 
Korean people and all those who bear the 
responsibility for the grave situation creat- 
ed in South Korea. 

We note that it is natural that the voice 
oi the South Korean people has rapidly 
become louder for independence, self-sus- 
tenance and the peaceful unification of the 
country as well as for North-South coope- 
ration and intercourse. And we welcome the 
proposal of South Korean assemblyman 
Mr. Suh Min Ho for correspondence and 
travel of men of the press between the 
North and the South. 

At this grave juncture, the South Korean 
people and political and public figures 
should have a correct look at the situation 
and come out without hesitation to take 
realistic measures for coping with the grave 
situation created in South Korea. 

Workers, peasants, intellectuals, armymen, 
youth and students, merchants, enterprisers, 
religionists of South Korea! 

Political and public figures! 

National assemblymen of South Korea! 

Fellow countrymen, brothers and sisters! 

The present situation of South deeply 
grieves everyone who is concerned about 
the future of the country and the nation. 

What is the main key to tiding over the 
present grave situation in South Korea? 

The only way of coping with the present 
situation of South Korea and extricating 
the South Korean people from the quagmire 
lies in liquidating the U.S. imperialists’ co- 
lonial rule and accomplishing the unifica- 
tion of the country. 

The U.S. occupation of South Korea is the 
root cause of all the sufferings and misfor- 
tunes of the South Korean people and it is 
the prime obstacle to the country’s peace- 
ful unification. 

It is useless to talk about the unification 
of the country unless an end is put to the 
U.S. colonial rule and to the occupation of 
South Korea by the U.S. Army. 

It is the first step for the acceleration of 
the country’s unification to make the U‘S. 
imperialist aggressive army withdraw from 
South Korea and remove the tension between 
the North and the South. 

The policy of the U.S. imperialist aggres- 
sive army of turning South Korea into their 
military base and their hullabaloo for an- 
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other war are threatening peace in Korea 
and the Far East and bring evil consequen- 
ces to the lives, properties and everyday life 
of the South Korean people. 

The South Korean army 600,000 strong 
that the U.S. imperialists maintain at the 
price of the sweat and blood of the South 
Korean people is nothing to do with the 
territorial and national defence. It is needed 
only for the carrying out of American policy 
of aggression. 

It lavs an miserable burden on the South 
Korean people; it is the basic cause of social 
unrest. 

We once again propose that on condition 
that the U.S. army is withdrawn, the North 
and South conclude a peace agreement sti- 
pulating that North and South shall not 
attack each other, and that the armed for- 
ces of North and South Korea be reduced 
tc 100,000 or less respectively. 

The conclusion of a péace agreement be- 
tween North and South Korea and the re- 
duction of their armed forces would, first 
of all, relieve the South Korean people from 
the heavy burden of military expenses, re- 
move the tension created artificially be- 
tween the North and the South, preserve 
peace, create an atmosphere of mutual trust, 
and ensure a favourable precondition for 
the unification of the country. 

Any one who desires peace truly should 
demand the withdrawal of the U.S. impe- 
rialist aggressive army that is attempting 
to aggravate tension in Korea and occupy 
South Korea permanently, and should fight 
for the conclusion of a peace agreement 
and the reduction of the armed forces of 
North and South Korea. 

_ When such an atmosphere of mutual 
trust is provided, necessary measures should 
be taken for removing the artificial barrier 
erected between the North and the South 
and for restoring the severed national ties. 

We maintain that, as an initial step, cor- 
respondence and the travel of people be- 
tween the North and the South should be 
realised for the restoration of such national 
ties. 

In any country, in any society, free travel 
and correspondence are inalienable and in- 
violable rights within basic human rights. 


How much more can we stand such. a 
deplorable state of affairs that people can- 
not visit each other within the same country 
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and parents, husbands, wives and children, 
brothers and sisters, kinsfolk and friends 
cannot even write to each other? 

All necessary measures should be taken 
for the realisation of free travel and corres- 
pondence between the North and the South. 
Measures’. should also be taken for tele- 
graph and_ telephone communication and 
postal exchange. 

For the promotion of mutual understand- 
ing between North and South mutual visits 
of journalists and men of the press should 
be realised; for the cultivation of amity 
exchanges of art troupes and sports teams 
be realised; and the travel of individuals 
for scientific study and sightseeing be ac- 
tively promoted. 

The materialisation of North-South travel 
and correspondence will deepen the unbrea- 
kable kindred feelings of our people sepa- 
rated in the two parts of the country, re- 
move mutual misunderstanding and dis- 
trust, and facilitate understanding between 
the North and the South. 

When the tension between the two parts 
is removed and mutual travel and contacts 
are realised, it will become possible to take 
one step forward and restore economic rela- 
tions. 

We once again propose North-South eco- 
nomic exchange and cooperation. 

The North-South economic exchange poses 
itself as the most urgent problem before us, 
a homogeneous nation who lived in a single 
national economic sphere. 

It is the most urgent national task facing 
our people today and the burning demand 
of the life of the South Korean people to 
link industrial North Korea and agricultural 
South Korea and develop and utilize all 
natural resources in the country jointly. 

When the North-South economic exchange 
is realised, South Korean agriculture will 
be linked with North Korean industry and 
receive its actual support. 


The machine-building and chemical in- 
dustries of North Korea will rehabilitate 
South Korea’s ruined agriculture, boosting 
its production rapidly. North Korea’s abun- 
dant raw materials, fuel, power, materials 
and equipment will lead the ruined natio- 
nal industry of South Korea which is on 
the verge of bankruptcy onto the highway 
to regeneration. 

The rehabilitation and development of 


South Korean agriculture and industry will 
provide food and position for the millions 
of foodless peasants and the unemployed in 
South Korea, and stabilise the life of the 
South Korean people. 

This is the only possible and realistic 
way to save the South Korean economy 
from catastrophe and solve the question of 
the people’s life there 

Reliance on outside forces can neither re- 
medy the economic catastrophe nor solve 
the question of the people’s life. 

For an effective economic intercourse, it 
is necessary to set up in Panmunjom a 
permanent economic committee composed of 
representatives of North and South Korea 
to regularly discuss and settle all problems 
related to the North-South economic coope- 
ration and intercourse. 


The realization of the proposals which 
we have put forward on many occasions 
will lead to the elimination of tension in 
Korea and ensure the opening of North- 
South economic and cultural intercourse. It 
will promote North-South contacts and 
strengthen economic and cultural links, and 
thus will serve as a practical measure ‘for 
creating an atmosphere of national amity 
and unity and removing obstacles to unifi- 
cation and, furthermore, will open un a 
broad road to exploring a series o! reason- 
able ways and means of unification, includ- 
ing a North-South Confederation, and to 
complete unification. | 

Everyone, if he really orieves at the tra- 
gic split of the country and is concerned 
for the future of the nation, and if he sin- 
cerely wishes to save the present crisis in 
South Korea, will pay due attention to our 
compatriotic proposals. 

It is our hope that the South Korean Na- 
tional Assembly, if it-really wants: to serve 
the country and nation, will approach our 
proposals with sincerity, and, first of all, 
discuss the question of the country’s uni- 
fication. 

The current situation in our country al- 
lows none of us to remain indifferent to it 
even for a moment. It demands that the 
North and the South negotiate and the 
thirty millions pool their efforts for the 
great national cause of unification of the 
country. 

For this, before anything else, represen- 
tatives of North and South Korea should 


sit together to negotiate. Nothing will be 
solved if, even before any actual meeting, 
one keeps opposing negotiation with no 
valid reason, or adding obstacles. This will 
only profit the U.S. imperialists who are 
bent on keeping our nation split in order 
to perpetuate their occupation of South 
Korea. 


Representatives of North and South Ko- 
rea should meet at Panmunjom or some 
other place at the earliest date to jointly 
discuss immediate questions related to the 
nation. 

Such a North-South parley may be at- 
tended by political parties, social organiza- 


tions and individuals as well as by repre- 


sentatives of the national assembly of South 
Korea. 

Difference of social system and ideology 
can by no means constitute an obstacle to 
discussing the vital questions of the nation. 
There is no reason why we Koreans cannot 
get together and enter into discussion. 

If one opposes unification, North-South 
negotiation and intercourse pleading “anti- 
communism,” one is far from taking a res- 
pensible attitude towards the destiny of the 
nation. 

In North Korea under the leadership of the 
Communists, a socialist system has been 
firmly established under which everybody 
leads a life free from cares, exploitation and 
oppression, and the people unanimously 
support and safeguard this svstem. 

Such being the hard facts, how can any: 
one achieve unification and solve the na- 
tional problem excluding the communists? 
Some quarters in South Korea under the 
pretext of ‘‘defeating communism” say they 
will first undertake construction and culti- 
vate real power before unification. 

But this is only an idle talk which will 
never have a chance. 

The slogans such as “anti-communism” 
and “defeating communism” mean without 
exception opposition to unification. They 
mean in the final analysis leaving the des- 
tiny of the country to the hands of outside 
forces.

In South Korea under the occupation of the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors one more heart-break- 
ing tragedy occurred, arousing the national in- 
dignation of the entire Korean people. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressive army stationed 
in Ryunchun County, Kyonggi Province, perpe- 
trated on the 21st a blood-curdling bestiality of 
killing nine inhabitants and fatally wounding 
nine others in Komoon ri, Ryunchun Sub-county, 
who went up a hill to collect firewood by firing 
an atomic. shell, using them as a target for an 
atomic weapon test. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressive army which 
has been occupying South Korea for eighteen 
years and imposing indescribable calamities and 
sufferings upon the Korean people has now gone 
so far as to conduct a test firing of atomic 
weapons at the South Korean people in broad 
daylight. 

This graphically shows to what extent the 
bestialities of the U.S. imperialist aggressors, 
who are killing people right and left in South 
Korea, have gone today. 

In the name of the entire Korean people who 
are burning with national indignation and hatred, 
the Central Committee of the United Democratic 
Fatherland Front and the Committee for the 
Peaceful Unification of the Fatherland resolutely 
protest against and denounce the cursed atrocity 
of the U.S. imperialist aggressors.
